Judge Ben Lindsey won much fame as a cham- 
pion of the rights of children. He deserved it. 

But he is back from a recent visit to Europe, 
where he had a chance to inspect a Zeppelin that 
had returned from a slaughter of children.

Verdun, famed for a thousand years, would bring 
new courage to Berlin, whatever the ultimate con- 


sequences. It was at Verdun that the treaty of 


$43 was promulgated, divicing the Carolingian 
kingdom. Verdun was 1 free German city until 
the Westphalian treaty sanctioned French dom- 
fnation. It was surrendered by the French royal- 
{sits to the Prussians in 1792. It was captured in 
the war of 1870 and was held as a pledge until full 
payment of the great war indemnity in 1873. It 
Was an early objective in the war, but the cam- 
paign was not waged on as large a scale and 
with such terrific energy as at present. 


BACK TO MEN. 

Chicago Herald: The terrific battles about 
Verdun have been distinguished by the use of in- 
fantry in great masses in the open field. Forts 
and trenches have been wiped out with compara- 


tive ease by the searching artillery fire. Deprived 
of this protection, both assailants and defenders 
have fought face to face in the open, as in former 
_ days of warfare. 

Thus we see again illustrated the fact that there 
ia no final substitute for flesh and blood. At the 
beginning of the war forts were relied on to with- 
stand the utmost strength of an attacking force. 
Then Antwerp and Liege came and great reliance 
was put fn trenches. But now comes the great 
battles around Verdun and we see that when 
the issue is put in its sternest form it becomes 
the world-old issue of man to man—of flesh and 
blodd and the will to conquer and, if need be, 
die without hesitation.

HORRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 

Boston Globe: The losses in the German drive 
for Verdun have been staggering. Even if later 
reports cut the present figures in half they will 
still be enormous. They are, like all the mortality 
records of the present war, totally unparalleled in 
history, and they seem to reduce the dangers of 
previous campaigns to something like the status 
of the year’s total deaths on the railroads or by 
shooting accidents. 

The men killed in battle throughout the whole 
American Revolution numbered only 1028. 

In the Cuban campaign less than 400 men were 
killed. 

In the Civil War the total number of deaths on 
the Union side from all causes was 349,944. On 


-the Confederate side the total number of deaths 


from wounds or while prisoners has been com- 
piled as 163,973. 

In the single operation at the Dardanelles the 
British lost 114,555 men. In the British drive last 
March at Neuve Chapelle, 10,000 men were killed 
or wounded in 24 hours, and subsequent reports 
increaged this figure. Estimates of the number of 
men of all belligerent nations in the present war 
iz nearty 4,000,000.

Cleveland Plain-Dealer: Portugal has not de- 
clared war on Germany, but she has, none the 
less, taken the plunge which cannot be forgiven ) 
if Germany wins the war. By confiscating all} 
German ships interned in the harbors of Portugal | 
and the Portuguese colonies, the little republic ( 
has definitely aligned herself with Germany's } 
foes. If Germany neglects to declare war it will } 
be because she is too busy elsewhere. { 

Yet it is not likely that Portugal materially } 
changed her status by this latest act of hostility. 
There was very little hope for Portugal in the 
event of a German victory. During,the first year 
of the war German and Portuguese colonial trvops 
repeatedly clashed in Angola, and a few pitched 
battles were fought. Later, Portugal officially pro- 
claimed herself the friend of England, and ex- 
pressed her willingness to enter the war whenever 
England might call for her aid. This was enough 
to give Portugal a prominent place in Germany’s 
black book. It is quite certain that if Germany 
wins she will take as one of her prizes of victory 
the entire Portuguese colonial empire. 

Portugal's future being wholly dependent op 
British success, she has determined to contribute 
as far as possible to that success. She can do 
very little, but the German ships which she has} 
taken may be of advantage to Germany’s ene- 
mies.

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| KAISER’S VILLA IN CORFU WAS 


BUILT AT COST OF $15,000,000 


He Acquired It From Emperor 
Francis Joseph for $350,000; Now 
Servian Hospital. 
Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
ATHENS, Feb. 10.—The German Em- 
peror’s villa Achilleion, in Corfu, which 
is to serve as a hospital for Servian 
wounded under the care of a staff of 
British doctors and nurses, was built 
by the Empress Elizabeth of Austria at 
a cost of $15,000,000. The German Em- 
peror acquire 1t from Emperor Francis- 

Joseph for $350,000. 

The Empress Elizabeth, in the course 
of her almost ceaseless wanderings, 
found temporary peace in Corfu, which 
she called the ‘fairest of earth's is- 
lands,’’ and the villa was erected under 
her personal supervision. It is superbly 
situated above the azure Ionian Sea, 
amid jungles of ever-blooming roses, 
palms and native and tropical trees. and 
many of its 128 rooms are splendid ex- 
amples of decoration in the Pompeian 
and Byzantine styles, the chapel being 
especially remarkable.

clothes, is, like their somberness, ab- 
solutely lacking in afternoon and eve- 
ning garments.

Much Trimming on Skirts. 

A feature of this season's gowns is 
the ornamentation of the skirts. FPrac- 
tically all the trimming of the gown 
is on the skirt. Bouffant sides and back 
are quite frequent, the latter being de- 
veloped in a few models Into a rea’ 
bustle effect, and the skirt with a regu- 
lar edge or with all four sides alike is 
the exception. A return to the bayar- 
diere stripes,of two decades ago is no- 
ticeable, this idea being sometimes car- 
ried out in rufflings and the old-fash- 
icned silk ruchings on thin fabrics such 
as chiffon and Georgette. 

This Is the first season in many years 
when no period, or nO yersonage has 
formed the basis of the prevailing mode. 
It is due, in large measure, to the Eu- 
ropean war. Paris designers have not 
given very great effort to creating new 
styles, and American designers have not 
gone ¢qod team work in establishing a 
foundation upon Which to bulld for the 
season. That is one of the reasens why 
such striking contrasts are seen, and it 
is A reason for the great variety in col- 


or effects. The styles range from carly 
Victorian to present day Bulgarian and 
Russian, with all the gradations of time 
and country between the two. 

Fabrics as well as colors and designs 
follow this hit-or-miss plan. and the re- 
sult will be a season absolutely devoid 
of sameness in dress. Some of the new 
fabrics are chatadeaux a combination 
of Georgette and uncut velvet; suernsey 
and La Jeuss, both new names for the 
old wool jersey cloth; Khaki-kool, a 
smooth ,Rajah silk; peau de chamois, 
and wool velour. New colors are 10ta- 
ble chiefly for their absence because, 
for all its colorfulness, this season is 
developing nothing newW in the art of 
dyeing. There is one pastel shade that 
has a pleasing novelty and the pretty 
name of cyclamen pink. Old blue has 
changed into blue-A, while emerald 
green is now Nagasak green. Corail w 
the coral of five years ago, and church 
purple was called bishep’s purple until 
this year. 


Striking Sport Clothes. 

Nothing is so striking in this year’s 
styles as the sport clothes. The de- 
mand for garments suitable for every 
form. of outdoor pastime is greater than 
it ever has been in America, dealers 
say, and costumers have taken the bust- 
ness of supplying this demand alto- 
gether out of the hands of tne sporting 
goods makers. Sport clothes are 4s 
elaborate in the matter of color and ma- 
terial as any other pertion of a woman's 
wardrobe, and despite the restrictions 
imposed by the uses for which they are 
intended, are almost as ornate in de- 
sign. One shop is showing a country 
club suit of rose and navy striped faille 
made by the best NeW York tailor, and 
another shop hag an exclusive model in 
a pantalon tennis costume of tussar 
silk that is quite the most stunning 
thing of its kind ever displayed in St. 
Louis. This costume has real trousers 
covéred by an overskirt slit at the sides 
to give perfect freedom of moverrent. 

Bathing suits, some made for swim- 
ming and some not intended for the 
water at all, are in al] colors and ex- 
cellent designs. All are of taffeta or 
faille, and they range in price from $# 
te $100. 

Knit fabrics, like Guernsey cloth, are 
favorite materials for sport coats at 
present, an outgrowth of the silk sweat- 
ers of last summer. ‘These coats fre- 
quently are white with broad borders of 
a very gay color such as red or purple, 
and the same materia! in plaids or 
checks also is fashioned into a Nor- 
folk suit of skirt and jacket. ‘

An- 
cther oddity in the same line is a gar 
den set of hat, jacket and bag of bur- 
lap piped with India crepe in red, green 
and blue stripes. 
White Shoes to Predominate. 

Sport shoes still follow the useful lines 
in cut, but not in material, and white is 
the favorite color. 

Dealers here say the demand for good 
sport clothes is due to the war, which 
keeps Americans at home and forces 
them to seek amusement in outdoor pas- 
times instead of sea travel. 

This season's millinery is a subject by 
itself. It may best be described as ev- 
erything. The leading milliners find it 
impossible to say that one thing Is good 
and another is not, because all designs, 
all shapes, all colors and all kinds are 
In vogue. The only limitations, appar- 
ently, are in the between features. This 
season's hat may go as far in either di- 
rection as it likes, but it must not stor 
In the middle of the two extremes if 
it hopes to be good style. . 

There are some new snapes, and some 
novelties in trimmings, notably paper 
taffeta ril»on and Talbot -ibbon and 
lace. ‘ihe former is ribbon that stands 
up without wiring, and the latter ts 
waxed galloon. Glace effects are popu- 
lar both in the hat {tself and in the 
trimming.

There is little change In glove styles 
since last season, and while a few hovel- 
ties are being shown, the general dis- 
play is the same as for the last twe 
months. Kid gloves will give way to 
silk-in another two months, it is pre- 
dicted, and chamoisette and other cotton 
fabric gloves will be scarce owing to 
the impossibility of obtaining the fabric 
from Germany.

View on Hadley Strength. 
Tolerton said he was satisfied that all 


but the Third District delegates already 
elected would support Hadley for the 
nomination if a situation should arise 
whereby he would become the logical 
candidate. He said he believed Hadley 
would be satisfactory to both the Pro- 
gressive and standpat elements of the 
party. 

He said he did not believ, despite the 
efforts of the Weeks campaign man- 
agers, that the Massachusetts Senator 
would get any substantial support in 
this State. The Missouri delegates, he 


said, would vote for Hughes, Burton or: 


Fairbanks 
Weeks. 

Three conventions will be held to- 
morrow for the election of delegates to 
the national convention. The First Dis- 
trict convention will be held at Kirka- 
ville; the Seventh District convention at 
Sedalia, and the Fourteenth District con- 
vention at Sikeston. In the First Dis- 
trict, Berryman Henwood, member af 
the State Committee from Hannibal, and 
Thomas Dockery of Kirksville have been 
slated for election as delegates. 

In the Seventh District the slate is 
Holmes Hall of Sedalia and W. S. Wade 
of Springfield. No slate has been made 
in the Fourteenth District, but St. Louis 
Republicans say that Sam Ulen of Stod- 
dard County and W. T. Harlan of West 

lains will most likely win out. J. B. 
Rees of Taney County, W. P. Sullivan 
and a Cape Girardeau man are seeking 
the honor. 

E. E. E. McJimsey of Springfield was 
in St. Louis with Tolerton. McJimsey 
has made no announcement of his inten- 
tions in the matter of running for Gov- 
ernor, but his supporters say that he is 
hkely to be selected as the one can- 
didate upon whom all the party leaders 
ceuld get together. John E. Swanger 
and Charles D. Morris of St. Joseph are 
now in a bitter fight for the nomina- 
tion, and Judge Henry Lamm of Sedalia 
has also announced his candidacy. Mc- 
Jimsey has been keeping quiet, but con- 
ferences will be held at the State con- 
vention at Excelsior Springs to deter- 
mine who will be the strongest candi- 
date against Judge Lamm. 


Fear Swanger Would Be Scratched. 
State leaders said yesterday that 


while Swanger had much strength in 
some parts of the State, he could not 
make a creditable showing in St. Louis 
and they feared if he should be the 
party nominee he would be heavily 
scratched in the November election, es- 
pecially if Fred Gardner, a St. Louis 
man, should be the Democratic nominee. 

The party leaders also said that Jacob 
.L. Babler, now chairman of the Repub- 
lean State Committee, would be elected 
National Committeeman at the Excelsior 
Springs convention to succeed Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus of St. Louis. 

Babler, as State chairman, has creat: 
ed the most perfect State organization 
seen in Missouri politics for many 
years. He has brought into it the Kiel- 
Schmoll-Graves influences fn St. Loulz, 
the Tolerton - Hadley organization 
throughout the State, the Walter Dick- 
ey organization in Kansas City, and 
practically every county and district 
organization in the State. It is assert- 
ed that this combination will control 
not less than 1000 of the 1151 delegates 
to the State convention. 

Babler and Gov. Hadley will be elect- 
ed delegates at large to the national 
convention without opposition, and John 
Schmoll, Republican City Chairman of 
St. Louis, seems assured of the third 
place. There will be a fight for the 
fourth place. L. C. Dyer of St. Louls 
fe seeking th» place, but the Kiel or- 
ganization is against him, and it is 
probable that the Babler-Kiel-Hadley 
crowd will select some man from the 
interior of the State, not unlikely for- 
mer Lieutenant-Governor John C. Me- 
Kinley of Unionville, for the fourth 
place. 

McJimsey is slated for temporary 
chairman of the State convention, and

RUSSIAN BALLET 


UPENS AT ODEON 
TOMORROW NiGiT 


Delightful Dream in Silent Opera 
—Four Performances Will 
Be Given, 


TRIUMPH FOR 7 YEARS 
Drama Embraces Unprecedented 
Dancing, Music, Scenery and 


Artistic Costumes. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
HE Serge Diaghileff Ballets Russes 
bf Company, which begins tomorrow 
night %n engagement of four per- 
formances at the Odeon, brings for 
the first time to this city an entertain- 
ment which has been acclaimed both 
in America and abroad as a genuine 
new art-form——a synthesis on an un- 
precedented scale of dancing, pantomime, 
music, scenery and costuming into 
wordless but (telling drama. ‘tee 
strictly a birth of the twentieth cen- 
tury, for the Diaghileff Ballet was in- 
troduced to the Occident in 190 at 
Paris; and it is the Slav race’s most 
sumptuous contribution ‘to man’s con- 

quests in the demesne of beauty. 

The company, after brilliant triumphs, 
during the last seven years in the ¢api- 
tals of Europe, is making its first Amer- 
ican visit, under the management of the 
Metropolitan Opera House. It appears 
here, on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day nights and at a matinee Tuesday 
afternoon, under the auspices of the 
Grand Opera Committee. 


Corps de Ballet of 70. 
There are 16 principal dancers, male 


and female, a corps de ballet of 70, and 
an orchestra of 75 pieces, recruited in 
this country by Nahan Franko. The 
company has appeared in New York, 
Boston, Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Kansas City. At the end of the 
opera season in New York, it will fill 
an engagement of four weeks at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. : 

There is-:an interesting report that 
the Diaghileff Bailet hads its inspiration 
in Isadora Dunean, the American 
dancer. It is well known that Russia has 
no equal in the development of the 
technique of dancing, but this virtuosity 
of toe and bodily acrobatics was hard- 
ening into a lifeless convention. 

The Duncan’s dancing, amateurish 
technically, but abounding in life and 
soul, was a revelation to the Russians. 
One of them, Milhail Fokine, a ballet 
master, asked the question whether it 
would not be possible to unite the two 
systems, the incomgmrable Russian tech- 
nique and Isadora Duncan’s spirit, into 
something greater than either. Of this 
question the Diaghileff Ballet was born. 

Fokine's idea was considered revolu- 
tionary at the Russian Imperial Ballet 
and he had to @vait several years be- 
fore he could see it developed into real- 
ity. At last he found a financier ‘a 
Serge Diaghileff, a noted art connois 
seuP, who, after failing as editor of ar: 
advanced art journal, had made money 
by producing in Paris the little known 
cperas of his countrymen. 

Opportunity for Fam¢. 

The new evangel of dancing drew tc. it 
at once the best artists of Russia, who 
found here an opportunity for fame an‘! 
fortune. The first to enlist was Leon 
GBakst, a painter, then almost unknown. 
but whose gorgeous scenery and cos- 
tumes for th® Diaghileff Ballet have 
made him a world celebrity. It is said 
of him that he ‘orchestrates in colors,” 
and that he views scenery “not as Jand- 
scape or architecture, but as painting. 
into which the human figures have not 
yet been limned.”’ 

George Bernard Shaw has declared 
that Bakst’s costume designs for the 
ballet have for five years furnished th: 
chief inspiration for women’s fashions 
fir. dances. A recruit of equal impor 
tance was Igor Stravinsky, the young 
Russian composer, who found his forte 
in writing ballet music ard at one 
bound sprang from obscurity to 
nown. 

For want of a title still undiscovered 
the new art-form is termed “ballet.’’ 
but this is a misnomer, for it compre- 
Fends far more than dancing. It might 
be called ‘“‘silent opera,’’ for it has ali 
of the elements, of opera save words 
end vocal song” but the absence of these 
requires as compensation an intensifi- 
cation of the other factors such as 
opera has never known. It is panto. 
mime, for it is acting without words, 
but it also includes dancing. 

But while it is dancing, based on the 
inimitable Russian technique, this phys- 
ical virtuosity is not displayed as an 
end, but as a plastic means for dramatic 
narration. Wagnerian opera demands 
illustrative music; but the Diaghileff 
Gallet exacts orchestration of such spe- 
cific realism as to supply to the great- 
est possible extent the place of words. 

Muste Written for Ballet. 

It is conceded that Diaghileff for the 
first time accomplished his ideals com- 
pletely in the ballets to which Stravin- 
sky wrote the music. Previously the 
ballets had been Duilt up around music 
already existing. Now the far more ef- 
fective and precise method was available 
of having the music written to fit the 
brllet’s action. Disappointment wil! be 
general, therefore, because the St. Louis 
program includes not a single one of 
the Stravinsky ballets. His “Fire Bird” 
and “Petrouchka’’ were performed in 
New York, Boston and Chicago and 
aroused more interest, at least musical- 
ly, than any of the others. This would 
have been the St. Louis public's first 
opportunity to make the acquaintance 
of the works of the ‘““‘Wagner of the 
ballet” and “‘the most vital of modern 
forces in the music world.”

How did he do all this? Genius is 
the only possible answer, though 
there may be evidences of the way 
Genius works. First of all, he knew 
what he wanted to do; secondly, he 
knew how to do it. Shakspeare want- 
ed to produce dramas, so he  »pro- 
duced consistently. He felt popular 
taste, for he wanted to be a success- 
ful playwright. He learned that audi- 
ences wanted certain quite well de- 
fined kinds of plays. So he finished 
a light, fantastic, sentimental com- 
edy of mistakes in love, calling it 
“Love's Labor’s Lost,” a comedy 
which remains even today a good 
acting play, though not a great one. 
Shakspeare invented the plot for this 
story, but he soon discovered that if 
he wanted to take advantage of the 
vacilllating popular tastes he must 
work rapidly, so he relinquished the 
litereary glory of inventing stories, 
borrowed plots right and left, and 
threw all his energy into delineat- 
ing living characters by means of 
flexible, beautiful poetry.

write Hamlet’s soliloquies must have 
been a different man from the one who 
let Sir Toby Belch riot all night in Ma- 
ria’s wine cellar. Yet these yvears drew 
from the master mind the supreme tri- 
umphs of all his art and experience, Can 
the world’s literature surpass the treat- 
ments of’ vaulting ambition in ‘Mac- 
veth,” of infuriating jealousy m ‘“Othel- 
lo,” of impotent dotage in ‘“‘Lear,’’ of 
passionate abandon in “Antony and Cle 
opatra,”’ and transcending all others, 
of the tortured soul in ‘‘Hamlet?”’

In “The Tempest’ we can believe, not 
too fancifully, that Prospero the wizard 
iz really Shakspeare himself. 

By means of his magic art he can 
summon the beautiful Ariel, the de- 
lights of the world, to do his bidding, 
or even force the grotesque Caliban, the 
uglinesses of life, to serve his will. The 
poet knew this was his last play, this 
was to be the final exercises of his 
magic spell over readers and listeners: 
no more for him the plaudits of the 
sweaty palms of London apprentices, no 
more for him the tavern board with 
theatrical cronies enthusiastically dis- 
cussing their fascinating craft, no more 
for him the approval of the judicious 
few, the hoarse laughter of the general, 
for whom so much of his poetry had 
been caviare. So he wrote: 
“When I have required 
Some heavenly music, 

Which even now I do, 

To work mine end upon their

airy 
staff, 
Bury it certain fathoms in the earth, 

And, deeper than did even plumet sound, 
I'll drown my book,” 

The magician laid down his pen. But 
the fame lived on, ever increasing unti] 
now, 300 years after his death, all the 
nations of the world, even those warring 
against the land of his birth, do honor 
to his name. Had England been at 
peace, there would have deen held the 
greatest international commemoration. 
In Engfand's stead, the United States 
should offer a worthy tribute to the 
world’s greatest dramatist.

GOMPERS DEFINES 
LABOR’S ATTITUDE 
TOWARD DEFENSE 


Assurances Demanded That Fed- 
‘eralized Militia Will Not Be 
Used for Strike-Breaking.: 


The attitude of organ:zed labor to- 
ward the preparedness movement was 
defined in a ietter by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, to Robert Bacon, former 
‘Ambassador te France, which Bacon 
‘read at the Conference of Mayors yes- 
terday, 

Gompers said that while organized 
labor was in favor of preparedness it 
wished to have assurances that a ‘ed- 
eralized state militia would not be used 
for strike-breaking purposes, that the 
cost would not fall too heavily upon 
the poor, but would be paid in part 
by a graduated income tax that would 
throw a considerable portion of the 
burden upon those most able to pay. 

Gompers’ letter follows: 

“The tests and dangers that have 
come to our nation In the past months 
impel ajl thinking citizens to the con- 
clusion that the development and ulti- 
mate <iestiny of our nation depend unon 
our thinking out and adopting some 
well apprehended plan for national de- 
velopment that shall be in accord with 
the ideals for which America stands. 

‘During times of peace we have been 
able to muddle along somehow, but the 
degree of success which we have at- 
tained has been dtie to the vastness of 
cur resources and the greatness of our 
opportunity and not %6 our intelligence 
or our preparedness to direct our devel- 
opment according to the best ideals and 
best methods. 

“Any plan for preparedness, whether 
against war or to make the best of 
opportunities in times of peace, must 
be a sustained effort to achieve the 
Purposes for which our Government 
was instituted. We all know that the 
existence of an ideal does not. give it 
effectiveness in the life of a nation 
without intelligent forethought and 
well-directed purpose... Stes, 

‘‘America stands for liberty and jus- 
tice, but there must be not only the 
will, but the power to establish a defi- 
nite liberty and justice if they are to 
become real forces in our national life. 

“Our Government must have some 
agencies for self-defense and against 
encroachments upon the rights and 
liberties of our citizens. Preparedness 
for this purpose must be in accord 
with the fundamental principles of our 
Government, with the principles of hu- 
man. welfare. Defense as well as the 
furtherance of these principles is the 
duty of all the citizens of the nation. 
According to this concept, military in- 
stitutions and military training are a 
part of the life of the people and must 
be in harmony with the spirit, the 
ideals and purposes of civic life, The 
danger that lurks in military institu- 
tions arises from any tendency that 
would isolate these from civic life and 
that would tend to set up castes and 
institutions at variance with civie 
ideals. 

“Any leaning towards isolation is 
contrary to the spirit of democracy. 
Where the spirit of democracy is ab- 
sent, there is afforded opportunity for 
a perversion of military institutions and 
for the inherent vicious dangers of 
militarism. The ideal of the labor 
movement is democracy; therefore, the 
organized labor movement in America 
Insists that the spirit of democracy 
must pervade and direct all plans for 
preparedness. 

“Opportunities equal in fact as well 
as in theory must be affordec to all 
citizens to secure military training. not 
only for service in the rank and file, 
but for entering the profession of of- 
ficers. 

“The labor movement favors such 
policies for preparedness as would in- 
culeate an appreciation of the duties 
and obligations that are the inevitable 
accompaniment of the rights and priv- 
ileges of citizens. 

“Preparedness for military 
only a small part of the general pre- 
paration that will enable every citizen 
to do his duty in all relations of so- 
ciety, It includes ail institutions that 
have to do with education, physical 
training and the best development of 
all the faculties and powers of the in- 
dividual citizens.

“I had known Taft ever since im- 
mediately after he came out of Yale 
University, when he appeared in my 
court room one morning as local 
court reporter for the Commercial. 
His bright face and agreeable manner 
at once attracted to him my favorable 
attention and ‘excited for him a most 
friendly regard. His treatment at 
this convention was also indicative of 
what was to follow. He was ‘sugar 
coated’ with two very honorable rec- 
ognitions—vice president «* the con- 
vention and ‘spokesman’ of his dele- 
gation. For many years the best 
there was, and plenty of it, seemed to 
go to him without effort on his part. 
It is different now!” 

As the campaign of 1889 drew on in 
Ohio, Hanna’s war on Foraker became 
very Hitter. 

“He was very active and very flerce 
in his opposition,” we are told, 
“and this continued not only until the 
convention met in Columbus and I 
was renominated, but afterward until 
I was defeated. He was not only hos- 
tile to me personally, but showed an 
angry disposition toward everybody 
who had supported me, especially 
those in Cleveland. 

How Hanna Engineered Foraker 
Defeats. 


“Hon Myron T. Herrick wrote me : 


June 27, 1889, the day after I was ré- 
nominated, saying, among other 
things: ‘I saw Hanna at lunch today 
and he did not speak. l am told 
that he is very bitter.” 


“He was present at the convention 
and expressed his bitterness there, 
and after I was nominated said to 
some friends who had supported me: 
‘Now that you have nominated him, 
let us see you elect him,’ thus indi- 
cating that his intention was not to 
abide the result of the convention, 


“This bitterness on his part grew 
out of his disappointment as: to the 
result of the National Convention of 
1888 and my disagreement with him 
as to the purchase of tickets of South- 
ern delegates and my refusal to ac- 
cept his candidate for national com- 
mitteeman,” 

Later on the feud crew: 

“The election of McKinley was fole¢ 
lowed by a spirited contest between 
Senator Sherman and myself for the 
United States senatorship, which re- 
sulted in his re-election by a vote of 
53 to 38, just the reverse of how the 
vote stood, according to my informa- 
tion and estimates, when the members 
of the Legislature assembled at Co- 
lumbus. In the contest Mr. Hanna 
was Senator Sherman’s manager.” 


By ‘this time, they were inveterate 
enemies and they fought it out to 
the last, their rivalry ending only 
with Hanna’s death,

It was the last of these issues which 
led to the sensational encounter be- 
tween Roosevelt: and Foraker at the 
Gridiron Club dinner in January, 1907. 
For his account of this affair, our au- 
thor reproduces a letter written the 
day after the dinner to his son, Benson. 
Having referred to the President's at- 
tack and his own response, he says. 

‘When I concluded there was quite a 
demonstration, A number left their 
seats and came over to where I was 
to congratulate me and to make kind 
expressions. They were all of the gen- 
eral character of the following, which 
Senator Beveridge sent to me written 
on a card: 

‘Dear Senator—I am against you, but 
I never so admired you as at this in- 
stant. You are game, and you &@re mas- 
terful. You were altogether thorough- 
bred tonight.

In Effect, Measure Intro-

berlain Is Same as Garri- 
son’s Continental Plan, but 


Is Enlarged and Gives

REGULAR FORCE TO

Also Calls for Federaliza-

Training Corps. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The first 
of the national preparedness meas- 
ures to reach either House of Con- 
gress for consideration was intro- 
duced in the Senate today by Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee which perfected it 
after weeks of hearings and confer- 
ences, It proposes an even more 
sweeping change in military policy 
than that outlined by President Wil- 
son in his annual messages and was 


described by Senator Chamberlain as 
the most comprehensive piece of 
military legislation ever offered in 
Congress. 

All of the elements of the admin- 
istration: army plan prepared by 
former Secretary Garrison are re- 
tained, although in altered form, and 
additional proposals for organization 
of industrial reserves in_peace times 
go even further than the administra- 
tion has suggested. 

The House Committee's bill will be 
introduced Monday. There is no vital 
difference between the two measur 
and members of both committees 
lieve that when the_ final 
will be agreed upon in jo 
ference committee, has passed both 
Houses the President will be able to 
affix his signature to a measure that 
will do more than he has asked to- 
ward building up an adequate na- 
tional defense. 


Has Four Striking Features, 

Aside from its plan vietually to 
double the regular army and nation- 
al guard the Senate bill has four 
striking features. They are: 

Authorization of a purely Fed- 
eral volunteer force in peace 
times, the object sought by Sec- 
retary Garrison in urging the 
continental army plan. 

Authorization for a definitely 
enlisted reserve in peace times 
among men of every profession 
or calling, whose training fits 
them for special duty either with 
troops on lines of communication 
or supply, or in machine shops 
and munition plants. 

Federalization of the national 
guard under a pay provision de- 
signed to bring this force imme- 
diately into such relations with 
the Federal Government that its 
training, equipment and person- 
nel will be under supervision of 
the War Department. 

Authorization for an officers’ 
reserve and reserve officers’ 
training corps, which would take 
in graduates from military 
schools and colleges and provide 
for their further development to 

command. , 

For the regular army the bill pro- 
vides a peace strength within five 
years of 178,000 men of all arms, or 
approximately 165,000 fighting troops. 
The full war strength would be 225,- 
00. The army would consist of 65 
infantry, 25 cavalry and 21 field ar- 
tillery regiments in addition to the 
etaff and other special corps and the 
coast artillery. The mobile army in 
continental United States would con- 
sist of four infantry divisions and two 
divisions of cavalry. 

Increase in General Officers. 

Corresponding increase in the num- 
ber of general officers would be made 
and the rank and pay of Lieutenant- 
General would be given to the chief 
of staff. 

The bill provides for a complete re- 
organization of the army, legalizing 
the organization now in force under 
departmental regulation. The ap- 
pointment of second Meutenants other 
than graduates of the military acad- 
emy are made provisional for two 
years before a commission is issued. 

Enlistment is fixed at seven years, 
four with the colors and three in re-

6700 CARS TO CARRY 250,000 
TONS OF SUGAR ACROSS U. S. 


Said to Be Largest Transcontinental 
Shipment Ever Made—Freight 

Charges From Hawali $3,000,000 

CHICAGO, March 4.—The first 
trainload of what is said to be the 
largest transcontinental shipment of 
a single commodity ever made, passed 
through Chicago today. 

It was sugar from Hawaii. The 
entire consignment, most of which 
goes to New York refineries, weighs 
250,000 tons, is valued at $25,000,000 
and the freight charges will be in 
the neighborhood of $3,000,000. The 
entire consignment will require 6000 
freight cars or 120 solid trains. The 
movement, which will require three 
months to complete, was made over- 
land because of the blocking of the 
Panama Canal.

‘Mrs. Bellows gave one agonized scream, 
then was still.

St. Louisan’s Appointment to Pe- 
trograd Ambassadorship May 
Be Confirmed Tomorrow. 


FACES IMPORTANT WORK 


New Commercial Treaty Re- 
garded as Diplomatic Task 
of Great Importance.

WASHINGTON, March 4,.—-Am- 
bassador Bakhmeteff today informed 
Secretary of State Lansing that he 


had received instructions from the 
Russian Government that David R. 
Francis of St. Louis will be persona 
grata at Petrograd as American Am- 
bassador, 

- President Wilson is 
send Francis’ name to the Senate 
early next week, probably Monday. 
Officials of the administration have 
not had the slightest doubt that 
Francis would be acceptible to the 
Russian Government. 

Mr. Lansing sent the St. Louisan’s 
name to the White House immediate- 
ly he was advised by the Russian 
Ambassador that the appointment 
would be agreeable. 

The expectation is that Senator 
Stone will move the confirmation of 
Francis without reference to the 
Committee of Foreign Relations to 
which the - nomination ordinarily 
would be sent. Francis probably will 
be a full fledged American Ambassa- 
dor before sundown Monday. 

Before going to Petregrad Francis 
will spend a short time in Washing- 
ton to acquaint himself with the 
routine of his new post as well as 
the several important matters pend- 
ing between the United States and 
Russia, notably the proposed new 
commercial treaty. The former treaty 
was abrogated during the Taft ad- 
ministration because Russia declined 
to give American Jews equal priv- 
ileges with other American citizens. 
By means of the new treaty the 
United States hopes to obtain travel 
privileges for Americans in Russta 
without regard to religious or racial 
affiliations. 

The negotiation of the treaty will 
probably be the most important work 
Francis will be called on to do. If 
he is successful in consumating it 
on terms approximating those pro- 
posed by the United States his work 
will be a diplomatic achievement of 
first importance. 

Francis will be called on to 
care of the interests of Germany 
and Austria in Russia, including the 
general supervision of prison camps 
in which tens of thousands of Teu- 
tonic soldiers are interned for the 
duration of the war. 

The understanding is that Mrs. 
Francis will not accompany the Gov- 
ernor to Petrograd, but will join 
him there after the rigorous Rus- 
sian winter has broken. Mrs. Fran- 
cis has been spending the winter in 
Florida. She will join her husband 
during his short stay in Washington 
before he sails for Europe.

Shot Just 
After He Leaves Con- 
fessional, 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Mareh 4.—In the 
presence of several worshipers, the 
Rev. Henry Jakjeski, 30 years old, 
pastor of St. Casimir’s Polish Cath- 
olic Church here, was’ shot and  in- 
stantly killed at the church tonight 
by Agnes Dudeke, 38 years old, who 
told the police the priest had wronged 

her. 

Father Jakjeski had emerged from 
a small confession room at the front 
of the church building and was seat- 
ed on a chair at the right of the 
altar when the woman entered the 
building. A boy who had been to 
confession passed her as she enterd 
A woman anda girl also were 
in the church. The woman approach- 
ed the rail of the altar, ten feet 
from Jakjeski. 

She paused a moment in. prayer. 
Suddenly she drew a revolver from 
her mtff and started shooting at 
Father Jakjeski. One shot pene- 
i, trated the priest's head above the 
left eye. He never moved from his 
chair. Five shots were .fired, one 
other taking effect. 

Noise of the shots were heard out- 
side and passers-by rushed into the 
building. The woman sank to her 
knees before the altar, where she re- 
mained until the police arrived. 

“Yes, I shot him,” she repeated 
over and over. 

As she was escorted to the patrol 
wagon threats of violence were made 
by an angry and rapidly increasing 
crowd. That the woman had charged 
Father Jakjeski with being the father 
of her child was related after the 
shooting by John A. Jakjeski, a 
nephew of the murdered priest and 
auditor of the Mercantile State Bank 
of Minneapolis. 

“Four years ago in Minneapolis the 
matter was threshed out in court,” 
he said. “The woman lost the case. 
Two years ago she threw pepper in 
his eyes. Since then she had re- 
peatedly threatened to kill him. 

“On one occasion she came to his 
residence with a baby in her arms. 
She was denied admission and police 
called. Before they arrived she haa 
gone. What she planned to do we 
do not know. My uncle believed she 
was demented.” 

Father Jakjeski played an import- 
ant part In the founding of St. Cas- 
Iimir’s parish 24 years ago. Later he 
had a parish at Mipnea polis. Two 
years ago he was transferred back 
to Sty Casimir and has served here 
since. Weeping men and women tes- 
tified to the high regard in which he 
was held by parishoners. 

According to the police, Mrs. Dud- 
eke, whose husband ie a laborer, left 
her home at 33 Twenty-second ave- 
nue, Northeast Minneapolis, with $4.50 
in her possession.

1. Berlin Reports Increase in French 
Artillery Fire. 

BERLIN, via London, March 4,— 
The statement from headquarters to- 
dar says: 

“The fighting ta the southeast of 
Ypres has for the time being come 
to a standstill. The position held by 
us prior to Feb. 14 is firmly in our 
hands and the bastion is in the hands 
of the enemy. 

“On both sides of the Meuse the 
French increased the activity of their 
artillery and after a great increase 
in the volume of their fire they at- 
tacked the village of Douaumont ané 
our lines adjoining it. They were 
repulsed partly in close range fight- 
ing and sustained heavy loss. We 
took more than 1000 unwounded pris- 
oners. 

“After the work of clearing the 
battlefield it has been ascertained 
that the booty taken since Feb. 22 
has been increased from 87 guns and 
75 machine guns to 115 guns and 161 
machine guns. 

“Near Obersept, northwest of Pfirt 
(in Alsace), the enemy attempted in 
vain to recapture the position tanen 
by us on Feb. 13. His first attack 
succeeded partly in reaching our 
trenches from which, however, he 
immediately was ejected by a coun- 
ter attack. Our curtain of fire pre- 
vented a repetition of the attack 
from developing except in some 
places. The enemy after suffering 
losses, consisting of a great number 
of killed or wounded and 80 prison- 
ers, was compelled to retreat to his 
former position.” , 


BERLIN TELLS OF 
SINKING OF THREE 
ALLIED WARSHIPS 


LONDON, March 4,—<According to 


an announcement of the German ad 


‘mfralty two French auxiliary cruis- 
ers and one British patrol boat have 
been sunk by submarines, the French 
ships off Havre and, the other at the 
mouth of the Thames. A Paris a. 
paper denies that any warcraft a 
sent to the bottom off Havre. 

It is possible that one of the khux- 
fliary cruisers referred to is the 
Provence, which was sunk in the 
Mediterranean a week ago with the 
loss of more than 3000 lives. 

From Leghorn, Italy, comes the 
news of the sinking of the 333 foot 
steamer Giava, by an Austrian sub- 
marine. A Reuter dispatch from 
Athens says a British steamer has 
reached Piraeus with 33 of the 
Giava's crew. 

The British steamer Teutonian has 
been sunk, according to Lioyds. All 
the crew was safely landed. The Teu- 
tonian was a steamer of 4824 tons. 


TURKS SPLIT BY 
FALL OF BITLIS 


PETROGRAD, via London, March 4.— 
For the second time in a trifle over a 
fortnight the Russians have broken 
through the Turkish front. The impor- 
tance of the taking of Bitlis, officially 
announced last night, is two-fold, in the 
opinion of Russian military authorities, 
inasmuch as it notably increases the se- 
curity of the Russian left flank in the 
Caucasian operations and also fupther 
opens the way to Bagdad, the goal of 
this southern movement, for a junction 
with the British forces near that point. 

The Turks are rushing reinforcements 
from Mesopgtamia, not only for the de- 
fense of litlis, but to aid the Turkish 
troops retreating from Erzerum. These 
troops will be forced to take a round- 
about route to reach the defeated Turk- 
ish third army, if they are not definitely 
checked by the Russian success in the 
Lake Van region. 

Bitlis algo served the Turks as a point 
of communication between the troops 
operating in the Musb district and about 
Lake Urumiah, over the border in Per- 
sia. With the command of the whole 
Lake Van territory in their hands, the 
Russians now effectually separate these 
forces. 

Bitlis is not a fortress, but its loca- 
tion in the narrow valley of the Bitlis- 
Chai River, with the country on both 
sides extremely difficult to negotiate, 
gave it a strong defense advantage. In 
addition, it had been fortified by the 
Turks. 

Russian observers estimate the 
strength of the Turks opposing them in 
the Bitlis district as two divisions of in- 
fantry and artillery, with a strong ad- 
mixture of German troops.

The Preside -t 
also would have power to appoint one 
man from each regimens. to the mili- 
tary academy. 

How Officers Would Be Trained. 

The reserve officers’ training corps 
would have senior and junior grades 
established at civil educational insti- 
tutions, where military courses are 
provided with an army officer de- 
tailed as instructor. The senior grade 
units would be placed at colleges and 
universities and the junior grade at 
high schools. Five hours per week 
would be required in the senior 
grade and three in the junior, de- 
voted to military training. Summer 
camps for field training of the cadets 
would be provided by the Govern- 
ment. 

The regulations under which grad- 
uates would be appointed to the re- 
serve corps are left to the President. 
Such appointees must be at least 21 
years of age, and must obligate them- 
selves to serve for 10 years. Their 
maximum is fixed at 60,000. 

The Federal volunteer force is pro- 
vided for in general language, leav- 
ing the whole question of enlistment, 
training, reserve and the like to the 
discretion of the President, The clause 
is an amendment. of the volunteer act 
to permit. organization of such a 
force in peace times as“well as war. 
The only restriction in number is 
that the force shall not exceed 
an average of 600 for each congrés- 
sional district, approximately 260,000 
men in all. Regular army pay would 
be provided for both officers and men 
during periods of training. 

Latitude Left to President. 

The plan is the continental army 
proposal in effect, although the com- 
mittee decided to leave to the Presi- 
dent the widest possible latitude so 
that the requirements of the service 
could be fitted to the needs of each 
section of the country individually. It 
is believed by framers of the bill that 
this plan will offer the best means 
of testing the policy of creating an 
adequate volunteer army in peace 
times and the committee desired to 
enact no regulations which would 
hamper the experiments. The con- 
tinental plan proposed by Secretary 
Garrison, committee members thought, 
was too definite in many respects. 
For federalization of the national 
guard the bill adopts, with numerous 
modifications, the plan proposed by 
the National Guard Association. The 
rate of pay for officers, however, was 
set at $500 a year for all of the rank 
of captain or above, $300 for first 
lieutenants and certain specified staff 
officers and $250 for second lieu- 
tenants. The association plan propos- 
ed higher pay for general officers. 

Enlisted men would receive pay on 
the basis of one-fourth of the regular 
army pay, and would contract on 
enlistment to serve the United States 
in times of war. The enlistment pe- 
riod is fixed at six years, three with 
the colors and three in reserve, and or- 
ganization of the regular is prescr{bed. 
Provision is made also for examina- 
tion of all officers appointed by state 
officers and for the inclusion of offi- 
cers of the national guard in the frer- 
sonnel of the militia division of the 
War Department. 

The national guard provisions of the 
bill probably will be substituted by 
the House provisions when the two 
bills reach conference. The Senate 
committee gave particular attention to 
the regular army features, while the 
House made the federalization project 
its main object. Since the same gen- 
eral outline is followed in both bills. 
the agreement will not be delayed, it 
is thought.

URDER OF DAY 10 
FRENCH AT VERDUN 


“Fortress Must Never Be Taken,” 
Troops Were Told Before 
Germans Charged. 


DEFENDER NOW: A HERO 


Gen. Petain Has Home in Auto, 
Directs Great Battle From 
Peasant’s Cottage.

PARIS, March 4—From a small, bare 
room/in a peasant’s cottage, Gen. Henri 
Philippe Petain, the new hero of France, 
is directing the defense of Verdun. Le 
Journal, which publishes a description 
of these remarkable headquarters, says 
that until a week ago the General's home 
was in a machine gun automobile. From 
the time the German bombardment be- 
gan until Feb. 28, the General has not 
used a bed. He has slept in catnaps 
while racing about in his motor. 

“It is not easy to penetrate the little 
hamlet of a few hundred inhabitants 
where resides the Verdun General Staff,”’ 
says Le Journal. 

“Thick mud covers roads torn up by 
thousands of automobiles which pass 
daily and every three paces a gendarme 
demands to see one’s papers. 

“All the houses in the village are oc- 
cupied by officers. The members of the 
general staff are installed in corridors 
and barns. Headquarters itself is sit- 
uated in the town hall with one stern 
gendarme on guard at the door. 

“Near by there is a sordid peasant 
cottage and this is the real headquu.- 
ters. Here resides the General, who is 
the soul of the Verdun defense. Hv 
came theré a week ago and installed 
himself in a small room, bare except 
for a plain table and several chairs. The 
room is without heat or light other than 
that supplied by oil lamps. 

Secret Service Men on Guard. 

“Outside no sentry is visible, but one 
1emarks little -groups -of -seeret service 
men in civilian clothes whose chief duty 
is to prevent the General from being 
annoyed by anxious peasants still left 
in the community. 

‘When the German bombardment be- 
gan the General took his mitrailleuse 
motor, and until Feb. 28 he did not lie 
down to sleep. What little sleep he 
managed to obtain was snatched in cat- 
naps while racing about in his automo- 
bile.” 

Questioned as to the ultimate fate of 
Verdun, staff officers at this headquar- 
ters replied, in effect, as follows: 

“ “Nobody can say definitely, because 
cur adversaries are playing their all. 
But the trick has not been taken. With 
means inferior to theirs, we have broken 
a long-prepared attack. Let us await 
developments with confidence. Our ad- 
versaries cannot repeat their original 
efforts indefinitely and our admirable 
troops have not reached the end of 
their magnificent endeavor.’ ’’ 

fyen. Petain jokingly says of himself 
that he has had 14 chauffeurs in two 
months. One of these drivers, after 
saying farewell to the General, re- 
marked to one of his compatriots: 

“T’ve had enough, thank you, of tak. 
irg the General around. I don’t mind 
being killed by the Germans, but |] 
would rather not have my neck broken 
in an old machine gun automobile.’ 

“And you know the poor fellow died 
in a trench, while I am still here,” sail 
the hero of Verdun sadly as he told 
this story. 

Petain Loved by Men. 

Gen. Petain was about to retire as a 
Colonel when the war broke out. For 
his courage and ability in the Charleroi 
retreat, Gen. Joffre commended him and 
afterward made him a General of Bri- 
gade. Water he was given a division 
and now he commands Aan army and is 
exceeded in authority only by Joffre and 
Castelnau. 

Although almost 60, Gen. Petain is 
wonderfully vigorous. His men love him 
because he shirks none of their hard- 
ships. In Champagne recently he led a 
company across two miles of rough 
ground at double quick. 

By the visit paid to him by Presidént 
Poincaire he has been recognized offi- 
cially as the savior of Verdun. 


Apart from the indefatigable en- 
ergy which makes him appear to be 
everywhere at once, Gen. Petain‘s 
chief characteristic is his aversion to 
being photograpeh. His invariable ex- 
cuse for refusing to be snap-shotted 
is: “My mug ia too much like Count 
Zeppelin’s.” 

Witnesses reaching Paris tell vivid- 
ly of the struggle at Verdun. Accord- 
ing to a wounded soldier’s account, 
the defenders were inspired to their 
heroism by the following order of the 
day issued from general headquarters 
just before the German assaults be- 
gan: 

“Verdun must never 
Conquer or die.” 

This Poilou also told how Command- 
ant De Font Reaux of a regiment of 
infantry led his men into the inferno 
of shell fire at Douaumont. 

‘“Refore we lined up for the attack 
our commander ordered us to fix bay- 
onet and then repeated to us the gen- 
eral order given to us on the eve of 
the battle. 

Charge Led by Commander. 

“As he shouted: ‘Verdun must never 
be taken, conquer or die,’ he seized a 
rifle from one of us and, with bay- 
cnet slanted forward for the charge, 
led us at a furious pace into the thick 
of that frightful chaos of shrapnel and 
high explosive shells."’ 

How a battle was fought by the light 
ef red and green jets of liquid fire was 
told by another wounded man, who was 
posted in a quarry at Louvemont. 

“Our quarry ran back Into a deep cave 
under the plateau on which the Germans 
had to attack. My detachment took ref- 
uge in the cave while the 48-hours’ 
bombardment was going on. When the 
attack was delivered, the Germans ar- 
riving at the top of the plateau, they 
dug an opening into the cave from

OF ATTAGK AS A

Berlin Official Denounces Such 
Proceedure Against 
Submarines. 


DISCUSSES BRITISH CLAIM 


1Tells Post-Dispatch Correspon- 


dent No Action at Washington 
Can Alter Recent Order.

BERLIN, via Amsterdam, March 4.— 
‘‘Whatever action Congress or President 
Wilson may take cannot change the de- 
termination of the German Government 
to stand firm on its memorandum in re- 
gard to the manner in which armed be!- 
ligerent merchant ships will be consid- 
ered and treated as auxiliary warships, 
nor alter the military necessity of com- 
pelling Germany to adopt this course 
against England as a result of her ille- 
gal arming of such ships for offensive 
purposes.”’ 

Thus declared a high Government offi- 
cial to me tonight, in discussing the sit- 
vation in Washington. Continuing, he 
said: 

“I am not saying this as defying 
Washington, with which we have no 
quarrel and want none. If, as some of 
the dispatches indicate, some of the 
American people consider the mere ques- 
tion of “enforcing the right to travel on 
belligerent armed ships as affecting 
American honor which we cannot admit 
or see, I will say that for Germany the 
question of conducting submarine war- 
fare within the lines of the memoran- 
dum made necesgary by England’s atti- 
tude and action is even more than a 
question of national honor. It is a ques- 
tion of life or death to our nation. It 
certainly cannot be claimed that the 
question in any way affects vital prin- 
ciples or the interests of the United 
States.” 


“Attack tn Defense” Unacceptable. 
Asked if a break in relations might 


mean war between Germany and the 
United States, this official said: “The 
question of breaking off relations, °F 
what that might lead to, is in Washing- 
ton’s hands, not ours. Our submarine 
war is against England, not against 
America. We maintain we are within 
our rights when we consider belligerent 
armed merchant ships as auxiliary war- 
ships, in view of their attacks upon our 
submarines and the secret orders of the 
British admiralty, which the British 
now admit but call ‘attack in defense.’ "’ 

The German Government, I was told, 
could not admit the legality of ‘‘attack 
in self-defense,” the contention being 
that the British had coined this phrase. 
now realizing that the American people 
might take the German view. 

The British admission that her armed 
merchant ships had, on occasion, taken 
the offensive—that is had fired on a sub- 
marine before it had made any hostile 
move—but holding that the mere ap- 
proach of a submarine is a hostile ac- 
tion, is held by the German Government 
to prove Germany’s contention that they 
are belligerent warships armed for of- 
fensive, and justifying as legal Ger- 
many’s action to treat such ships as war 
craft. 

The British contention that the mere 
approach of a submarine is to be re- 
garded by a merchant ship as a hostile 
act, if allowed to stand, it is claimed 
here, would in itself render impossible 
the very thing Washington wants Ger- 
many to do—that is to warn and search 
the ship first—that if the legitimate pur- 
pose of a submarine’s approach for the 
rurpose of searching a merchantman is 
to be regarded as a hostile act, for 
which such an armed trader may “at- 
tack in self-defense,’’ then a submarine 
expecting such an attack from an armed 
merchant ship also has the right to “‘at- 
tack in self-defense.”’ 


Wilson Expected to Modify Views. 
Developments in Washington, and the 


conflict between President Wilson and 
Congress over the question of warning 
Americans is being watched here with 
keenest interest. Nowhere, however, 
does one get an impression that there 
is a likelihood of the Government reced- 
ing from its stand in the memorandum. 

There is determination fn all quarters 
to carry the matter through. There is 
considerable surprise tht the memoran- 
dum delivered to Ambassador Girard 
has not yet reached Washington. 1n some 
quarters there is an expression of confi- 
dence that the President may modify his 
views when he receives this memoran- 
dum, together with fac-similes of the 
British admiralty’s orders. 

The memorandum, I _ understand, 
reached the American embassy itn Lon- 
don on Feb. 17. It is assumed here that 
Ambassador Page forwarded the Berlin 
diplomatic pouch containing it on the 
first steamer after that date. 

Important conferences have been held 
in the last two days. I have reason to 
believe these had to do with Germany’s 
policy toward the United States. Per- 
sons who ought to know informed me 
that popular sentiment and the general 
attitude everywhere fs such that th» 
Government has no choice but to stand 
pat on the memorandum.

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IENTIRE LINES OF GERMANS 
CUT DOWN AT VERDUN: DEAD 
PILED AGAINST DEFENSES: 


Out ot Company of 200 Men and 24 Officers Only 
70 Men and One Officer Survived, 
Prisoner Declares. 


PARIS, March 4.—A German soldier 
belonging to the Tenth Company of 
the Twelfth Regiment of Infantry, 
now a prisoner behind the French 
lines, has made the following state- 
ment concerning his own experiences 
in the battle of Verdun. 

“On the twenty-first of February, 
before my .company had taken part 
in any engagement, it was composed 
of 200 men and 24 officers. Then we 


tion came out reduced to one officer 
and 70 men. It is a miracle that any 
of us escaped the massacre. 

‘The French artillery fire and the 
marksmanship of the French infan- 
trymen made equally heavy ravages 
in the ranks of almost all the other 
companies of my regiment.” 

During the night-of Feb. 25, the 
106th Regiment of German Infantry, 
belonging to the Thirtieth Division, 
took up its position for an attack. 
A prisoner, who belonged to this or- 
ganization has supplied the following 
account of what oecurred on this 
portion of the line: 

“On Feb. 26 three German  bat- 
talions delivered an assault against a 
wood held by the French. The Chas- 
seurs let us advance, but suddenly 
they opened up with their machine 
guns, delivering a fire so concentrated 
and well directed that entire lines of 
our men were cut down. 


Saved Self by “Playing Dead.” 
“During a certain stage of the 


fighting we were effectively flanked 
by the French. For a moment my 
company stopped and for us this move 
was fatal. The French fire poured in 
and the dead bodies of the victims 
covered the ground. Then the entire 
Twelfth Regiment hesitated in turn. 
The men scatterd and made thelr es- 
cape as best they could . Our losses 
were enormous. As for myself I had 
only time to throw myself down on 
the ground and play dead man. 
“When night came I started making 
my way through a nearby wood, but 


it was impossible for me to find my 
company. For two days I wandered 
about aimlessly and it was only on 
Feb. 29 in the morning that a French 
patrol caught me. I was taken pris- 
oner and conducted within the French 
lines.” 

Another German soldier. also 4 
prisoner of the French belonging to 
the Twenty-fourth regiment of in- 
fantry, describeg his experiences in 
much the same way. On the 27th of 
February, this man is quoted ag say- 
ing, a German Battalion was ordered 
to occupy the wood to the east of the 
fert at Douaumont. At the time this 
instruction was given certain com- 
panies of the third battalion of Ger- 
man Chasseurs were being subjected 
to a French attack at a point to the 
left of the Twenty-fourth infantry. 

“We were successful,” this . Ger- 
man soidier relates, “in making our 
way into the wood, but it was im- 
possiblé to go any farther, for we 
were at once subjected to a fierce 
fire from the French machine guns. 
We were under a well directed cross- 
fire, the bullets singing all about us. 
This put a complete stop to our for- 
ward movement and compelled us to 
retreat. 

Two-Thirds of Force Struck Down. 

“We saved ourselves but at a ter- 
rific cost. Two-thirds of our effective 
force had been struck down, either 
killed or wounded. Some of my com- 
rades, who were escaping, endeavor- 
ed to bring me with them but my 
condition was such that I could not 
be moved. The evening of the 27th 
French patrols came over the battle- 
field and I was taken prisoner.” 

A Captain of French Chasseurs has 
given an account of the attack of the 
Germans near Douaumont made 
Thursday, March 2, The various en- 
fZagements of this day particularly 
against the village of Douaumont, re- 
sulted in heavy losses to the German 
troops, according to this source of in- 
formation. The Captain was actively 
engaged on the French side and he 
tells the following story: 

“German fcrees on Thursday along a 
front of three miles delivered a furious 
attack, with the village of Dovaumont 
as the principal objective. Detachments 
of two German divisions brought into 
the zone of fighting threw themselves 
against our organization. This move- 
ment began at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon and had been preceded by a bom- 
bardment of indescribable Intensity. 


‘Germans Showed Tenacious Bravery. 


“IT want to say that our antagonists 
showed tenacious bravery, but the 
French chasseurs once again lived up to 
their reputation. They went into the 
fight and a veritable slaughter of the 
enemy was their reward. There were 
stacks of the enemy dead right up 
against our barbed-wire entanglements. 
Fierce fighting at close quarters and in 
some places hand-to-hand engagements, 
gave us the advantage at some points. 
Nevertheless the Germans came back to 
the charge again with fresh companies. 
“The second attack began precisely 
at 6 o'clock and it was as determined as 
the first, if not more so. 

“A little after this I was wounded in 
the head by the explosion of a shell, 
but In spite of this injury and before be- 
ing carried away from the field of bat- 
tle, I was able to take note of the good 
work done by my men. Their aggres- 
sion throughout the day's fighting had 
been marvelous. 

“It is a fact that we suffered losses 
during these actions, but our casualties 
were much under those of the enemy.” 

The French official eye-witness gives 
the following description of the defense 
of Herbebols, three miles to the north 
of Fort Douaumont, where the great 
battle of Verdun began, 12 days ago: 

“It was on Feb. 21 at 7:20 «clock in 
the morning that the Germans began the 
preparation for their attack. They un- 
loosed a formidable artillery fire on the

When I gay tine 
it must be understood th:t there ware 
only some chaotic elements of trenches 
ard furrows torn up with shel notes. 

63 Men Glad at Capture. 

“At midnight accordingly on the 2ist 
the men were in position and we were 
rather happy at having at tne first mo- 
ment of our appearance on the ground 
taken 63 prisoners'who seemed to be 
very glad not to have to measure them- 
selves against us any further. They 
rubbed their hands and seemed quite 
gay at the thought of having ended 
their share in the war. Among these 
prisoners was an officer, who, having 
tried to escape, was killed by the sen- 
try who was charged with guafding 
them. 

“Our counter attack took place on 
Feb. 22 at 4:30 o'clock tn the morning. 
After a moment the Boches attacked 
again. No one had the advantage in 
this affair. Then during the day there 
was on both sides an unceasing strug- 
gle with hand grenades while some of 
our men strained every effort, under the 
protection of the granade throwers, to 
consolidate our itions. At this mo. 
went we no longer had any natura? 
shelter. Herbebois ts covered with tree 
stumps among which some large treer 
stand up. On a depth of 30 to 40 
meters behind is ordinary undergrowth 
but the Germans had opened upon it a 
terrible outpouring of projectiles. The 
woods at certain places was trans 
formed into a clearing. It was not 
necessary, therefore, to maneuver 
through this confusion by climbing and 
crawling and to work and raise bafri- 
cades and to organize the shell holes. 
It was snowing and I leave you to Imae«- 
ine the endurance which our . men 
showed In the circumstances. 

“A Veritable Massacre.” 

“During the course of the night of 
I’eb. 22 the Germans renewed their o: 
fensive. A bombardment of amazing 
Violence and of a moftal precision did 
not permit them, however, to advance 
an inch. When their infantry in turn 
attempted to strike, our men made 
them suffer sanguinary losses. 

“It was still worse during the day of 
the twenty-third After having once 
more copiously rained shells on our lines 
the Germans sent against us atleast 
the equivalent of a battalion. This at- 
tack In a body excited to the highest 
dégree the valur o* our men. They 
sighted the Germans at 50 meters and 
under methodic volleys the latter fell, 
howling in terrible fashion. It was a 
veritable massacre. 

“Our 75-millimeters on their side had 
executed a curtain fire, preventing the 
enemy from retiring, and very few of 
the assailants succeeded in getting to 
the rear. Almost all were left on the 
battlefield. That did not prevent the 
Germans from attacking us once more 
during the course of the day, but with- 
out any better success. Four of our 
grenadiers, posted at the entrance of 
a communication trench which united’ 
our old firing trench, now occupled by 
the Germans, with a supporting trench 
which we still held, killed groups of 
the enemy as fast as they presented 
themselves. 

“They carried on this work for more 
than 24 hours. During these fights was 
revealed once more the warlike ardor of 
the French. Despite the losses incurred 
(almost all exclusively from artillery 
fire, for in the infantry engagements 
we had constantly the upper hand) their 
morale did not waver for a moment, 
cur troopers maneuvering as during 
field practice. They saw without a mur 
mur their comrades fall around them 
and they continued their work as quiet- 
ly as at exercise. One has reason to 
be proud of commanding such men.

“For instance, France is impor 
considerable quantities of Amert 
steel and copper which are widely = 
tributed among many fndustries in nee 
of such materials. To ascertain what 
proportion of this steel and copper 
being “turned into shells would be 
long and arduous undertaking not feasi- 
ble at the present time.

POINTS FOR’ FRICTION 


Monroe Doctrine Likely to 
Cause Trouble in Future, H. 
A. Wisewood Declares. 


The need of national preparedness, 
as shown by past experience and pres- 
ent warning, was pointed out yesterday 
by the speakers at the second session 
ef the National Defense Conference of 
Mayors and Representatives at the 
Pianters Hotel. 

Frederick 1. Huidekoper of Wash- 
ington, D. C., an author ef military 
werks, speaking on “Military History 
and Policy.” said that school books 
and histories had not told the truth 
about the wars in which the United 
States had participated. 

“The volunteer system is the best 
method ef shirking known,” he said. 
“Obligatory military service should be 
mo mere avoided than the payment of 
taxes, Yet the American Government 
fe abeut the last to adhere to the vol- 
unteer system.” - 

He sald that short term enlistments 
had played havoc severa] times with 
the American armies, and caused an 
immense expenditure of money. The 
futility ef the system, he said, was 
very well shown by Gen. Scott’s exper- 
fence in the Mexican war. Scott, he 
sald, had an army containing many 
volunteers, whose enlistment periods 
were beginning to end when he was 
within a few days’ march of Mexico 
City. Seven of ll regiments disbanded, 
leaving him te twirl his thumbs and 
cool his heels while waiting for raw 
recruits to replace them. 

This substituting trained troops with 
raw recruits, he declared, made Con- 
gress party to the crime, as Congress 
allowed shert-term enlistments. A 
universal sytem of training would do 
away with such trouble in the future, 
he explained. — 

Woman Gets Big Ovation. 

Mrs. Lindon W. Bates of New York, 
Chairman of the Woman’s Section of 
the Movement for National Prepared- 
ness, received the biggest ovation of 
the conference when she completed her 
address on “National Defense and 
Women.” 

“When the man is sacrificed in time 
ef war it is the woman who is the 
victim,” she said. “In order to have 
peace we must have the security of 
adequate defense. The age of credulity 
has been dethroned by the age of rea- 
son. The world is settling its ques- 
tions with shot and shell, with poisgn 
gas and bayonets. 

““‘We must be prepared for whatever 
may come. The past shows us that the 
unprepared people were those who suf- 
fered the most. What was true then 
will be true in the future. We must be 
prepared to defend this country against 
whatever enemy may appear in the fu- 
ture.” 

Robert Bacon, former Ambassador to 
France, read a letter from Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in which the latter 
urged equal opportunity for al! persons 
te obtain military training. (The letter 
is printed in full in the General News 
Section, page 10B, of this issue). 

Henry A. Wise Wood of New York, 
former member of the Naval Consulting 
Board, spoke on “The Wisdom and Eth- 
ies of Preparedness.” He said friction 
is bound to arise where the furdamen- 
tal policies of two nations conflict, and 
that where therg is friction eventually 
there may be war. Our Monroe doctrina, 
which has forbidden European nations 
to colonize on this hemisphere, he said, 
ig in conflict with the colonial Policy of 
the German empire, as may be verified 
by the reading of the writings of Ger- 
man economists. This causes a point 0” 
contact at which friction may arise, he 
said, because neither nation wants to 
surrender fts policy. Wisdom, therefore. 
dictates, he explained, that to maintain 
our Monroe doctrine a navy sufficient 
for quick and effective use should be 
maintained. . 

Torches on Astatic Policy, 

“Our Asiatic exclusion policy, as prac- 
tised on the Pacific Coast,” he said, 
“conflicts with the national policy of 
Japan, which nation insists that its citt- 
sens everywhere shall be received upon 
a footing of equality with those of the 
other first Powers. Thus, if we intend 
to maintain our exclusion policy, {t wil!

Pacific Nations Endangered. 

In speaking of the ethics of prepared- 
ness, he said that the closest approach 
to a condition of perpetual and universal! 
peace that it is possible to attain among 
nations can be achieved only when the 
preparedness of military power has been 
gathered into the hands of the pacific 
peoples. It is obvious that our own 
forms of civilization, he explained, as 
well as the forms of civilization enjoyed 
by other pacific nations are in Jjeo™- 
ardy so long as the machinery of com- 
pulsion remains wholly in the hands of 
those bent upon conquest. 

The report of the committee on 
resolutions was read at the opening 
of the afternoon session, and adopted 
unanimously by a rising vote when 
Mayor James G. Woodward of Atlanta, 
the committee chairman, said that 
representatives from every section of 
the country had aided in its prepara- 
tion. 

The 11 mayors who issued the orig- 
{nal call for the conference, with the 
addition of Mayor Henry C. Read of 
Fort Smith, Ark., were elected the 
governing committee for the perma- 
nent organization which was decided 
upon. FPach representative became 
automatically a member of the or- 
ganization. Mayor W. H. Thompson 
of Chicago gave the movement his 
approval in a short speech at the 
session’s end. 

The governing committee held its 
frst session after the adjournment of 
the conference, and elected Mayor 
Kiel chairman, and Horace D. Johns, 
secretary of the local branch of the 
National Security League, secretary. 
Officials of the latter organization 
placed its local branch at the dis- 
posal of the new organization. St. 
Louis will therefore be headquarters 
for the present. 

The governing committee decided 
that five members would constitute a 
quorum, and that meetings would be 
called at the chairman’s order. 

The committee will immediately 
enter upon a campaign to orgainze 
each state and awaken them to the 
needs of preparedness. The mayor 
of the largest city in each state will 
be asked to appoint a state repre- 
sentative, who in turn will name 
congressional representatives to 
spread the preparedness campaign. 
The committee in this manner over- 
came the objections of many rep- 
resentatives to the small committee, 
who had insisted on the floor that 
more states be repfesented.

Eastern Millionaire Discusses 
Federalization of the Militia, 
Advocating Training Camps. 


MAYOR PRAISES ST. LOUIS 


New York Executive Glad This 
City Is Throwing Off 
Slovenly Methods. 


Mayor Mitchel, Cornelius Vanderbit 
and S. Stanwood Menken of New York, 
the last named being president of the 
National Security League, spoke on 
preparedness at the City Club lunch- 
eon yesterday. 

Vanderbilt, who spoke first, discussed 
federalization of the militia. He saic 
the officers and men had talked .t 
over and any complete federalization 
on equitable lines, which recognized 
the service they have given to the 
states and through the states to the 
ration, would be acceptable, if for 
the best interests of the country. 

He was applauded when he urged 
those who are interested and have not 
the time to give to the national guard 
to go to training camps, the physical, 
mental and moral benefits of which, 
he said, could not be overestimated. 

“We have let ‘ndividvalism and lo- 
calism run riot in the United States,” 
he said. ‘‘We need more team work, 
more community of interest, less I 
am as good as you’ and more of ‘you 
are as good as I.’” 

Mayor Mit hel discussed municipal 
problems for a while, telling what had 
been done to improve the financial 
system of New York. He was glal 
to see St. Louis, he said, like New 
York, throwing off slovenly methods 
of rnunicipal management. It was com- 
ing to be understood that to the serv- 
ice of the people should be applied the 
same efficiency as is applied to private 
business. 

But, he said, there was a problem 
which dwarfed ail municipal probleme, 
affecting the life and future and in- 


so } 
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tegrity of the whole nation, going tv 
the root of national and democratic 
life; and that was preparedness. Rep- 
resentatives of 75 cities, he related, had 
come to St. Louis to demand of Con- 
gress that the country be adequately 
defended against aggression of any 
power on earth. 

He demanded 2 navy equal to that 
of any other power and a trained cit- 
izenship in arms. 

Menken tried to impress the great 
seriousness of the menace of unpre- 
raredness. He said that the United 
States had not a single first-class bat- 
tleship on the Pacific Coast, while 
Japan had a‘dozen. The country, he 
said, did not have enough powder for 
two hours’ battle, and there were only 
*wo mine layers, one on each coast. 

If the United States, he said, went 
into action, in its present condition, 
against any one‘of four or five na- 
tions, it would be like ordering its de- 
fenders to be murdered. He urged ev- 
erybody to join the Security League 
and write to their Congressmen. 


TUMUL TY NENNIINPES PAPER'S 
REPORT WILSON IS TO QUIT 


Publication of-Such a Rumor at This 
Time Dishonors Itself, Is White 
House Statement. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—Aroused 
by the publication of reports yesterday 
that President Wilson,, because of the 
European war strain, was about to 
resign from the office, the White House 
today issued this forma] statement: 

‘When Secretary Tumulty’s attention 
was called to the story appearing in 
certain papers that the “resident had 
resigned or was considering resigning, 
he said: 

“*An American newspaper that would 
publish a story of that kind in a situa- 
tion like the one which now confronts 
America dishonors itself.’ ”’ 


GERMAN CONSUL  REINDICTED 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 4.—New in- 
dictments charging a conspiracy against 
the King of Great Britain were returned 
today by the Federal grand jury against 
Franz Bopp, German Consul-General 
here, and six others. 

They were substitutes for similar in- 
dictménts rendered invalid last night, 
when Judge Maurice T. Dooling in the 
United States District Court sustained 
demurrers against them.

WE MAY HAVE TO 
FIGHT TOMORROW, 
SAYS WICKERSHAM 


Former Attorney-General Wickersham, 
speaking at the banquet, declared that 
the p nited States is “in a frightful state 
of unpreparedness.”” He began by com- 
paring national armaments to municipal 


.police forces, and continued by outlin- 


ing the urgent reasons for preparedness, 
as follows: 

“American citizens have been killed on 
the high seas; American vessels have 
been destroyed and American commerce 
has been interfered with. The protec- 
tion of our citizens in the exercise of 
what the Department of State has truly 
declared to be ‘‘their indisputable rights’’ 
to travel on the high seas in what that 
Department declares should be the well 
justified confidence that their lives will 
not be endangered by acts done in 
clear violation of universally acknow!l- 
edged international obligations, and 
certainly in the confidence that their 
cwn Government will sustain them in 
the exercise of their rights, has be- 
come a matter of grave international 
dispute. The assertion of the right of 
one belligerent to enforce a decree of 
non-intercourse with another belliger- 
ent by seizing neutral ships and cargoes 
on making payment therefor, constitutes 
a serious menace to our commercial ex- 
pension. We cannot know at what mo- 
ment some question may arise whic 
not even the most eloquent or per- 
svnasive epistle will settle to our satis- 
faction. The President of the United 
States himself has said that at any mo- 
ment a grave international question 
might arise. In Mexico, our fruitless 
and purposeless intervention of two 
years ago, and our policy of playing 
favorites with first one bandit chief 
and then the other, has brought only 
increased destruction and desolation in 
that unhappy land. 

Powerful Nation Across Pacific. 

“At some not far distant day 
our duty to interfere with a 
military force to restore order and 
police that country may be made man- 
ifest to our people. Across the Pacific 
is a great, powerful military nation, 
once our friend, but whose subjects we 
have treated with opprobrium and in 
deliberate violation of our treaty obli- 
vations. Inhabiting a group of over- 
crowded islands, the Japanese are 
bound to seek avenues of expansion in 
cther lands. It is easily within the 
bounds of possibility that her ambitions 
and her national interests may clash 
with ours and give rise to questions in- 
capable of peaceful settlement. We 
may, as is so basely proposed by the 
present majority in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, abandon our responsibill- 
ties in the Philippine Islands, but we 
can never escape the moral consequen- 
ces which a seizure of any part of them 
by the Japanese or any other Power 
would entail. And when the present 
war is over and the European Powers 
enlist In a new commercial rivalry, all 
the more intense because of the huge 
burden of debt under which they all 
will labor, the two strategic points 
which we occuny on the trade routes 
of the world, the Panama Canal and 
the Hawaltian Islands, will be coveted 
cbiects by the other great maritime 
Fowers. Then, too, that same commer- 
cial rivalry may lead to projects of 
colonization in this hemisphere which 
will require us to determine whether 
the Monroe Doctrine is yet a vital pol- 
icy of our national welfare which we 
must enforce by arms, if need be. 

Possibility of Disturbance. 

‘Enough has been said to indicate the 
possibilities of a disturbance of our 
national security, quite as serious, to 
say the least, as those domestic condi- 
tions which have induced the main- 
tenance of permanent organized and 
uniformed police forces In our cities, 
and to dispose of the silly talk of the 
pacifists that no preparation for the 
exercise of armed force by our coun- 
try is necessary to the protection of 
our national Interests. The dreams of 
universal peace and of the settlement 
of all international differences through 
the automatic operation of arbitration 
treaties which constitute the panacea 
of Mr. Bryan and Mr. Henry Ford, 
were rudely shattered by the German 
invasion of Belgium. and once more it 
has been made manifest that all civili- 
gation rests in the last analysis on 
force. China has numbers greater than 
any other nation, yet she is powerless 
to resi#@t aggreasion for lack of organ- 
ixation and a militant patriotism and 
stands in hourly dread of Japan, which 
has a population only one-eighth the 
size of hers, but a people trained to 
military service and animated with the 
spirit of sacrificial devotion to her na- 
tional ideals. 

What Does Nation Need? 

“Rut we already have a regular army 
and a national navy, aod in many of 
the states there are bodice of organised 
militia, or volunteer citizen soldiery, 


j known as the national guard. Is any- 


thing more needed’ This question arose 
in the minds of many Americans at the 


ficutbreak of the European war, but it 
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for reliable information could be secured 


from the Government upon which the 
ordinary citizen might intelligently an- 
awer the inquiry. An increasing demand 
to know the facts has finally produced 
Cfficial reports and the testimony of ex- 
perts before congressional committees, 
and we now have enough information to 
realize that our nation is in a frightful 
state of unpreparedness to resist ag- 
gression, to protect its interest or to 
force observance of international rights, 

“The most candid expression of the 
facts has been furnished by the War 
Department. Secretary Garrison's last 
report to Congress, accompanied by the 
reports of the various staff departmenta, 
demonstrates the accuracy of the unof- 
ficial statements formerly given by Gen. 
Wood, Gen. Wotherspoon and others. 
From the Navy Department we have 
had a more confused and a far less can- 
did series of statements upon which no 
exact reliance can be placed. But little 
by littel the real facts have been drawn 
from the bureau chiefs by the congres- 
sional committees. From all these 
sources the information is cumulative 
and convincing that at the present time 
we are almost powerless to resist an at- 
tack upon us by any first-class Power. 

“The problem of holding the 
walian Islands, the War College gays, 
can be solved only by making Oahu, 
therefore, Pearl Harbor, secure against 
all comers. 

Canal Defenses Weak, 

“This, they say, requires the co-opers- 
tion of the fleet and a garrison of about 
25,000 officers and men. We now have 
there less than 10,000. 

“The defense of the Panama Canal, 
they say, would require a land force 
cf 34,000; there are about 6300 thee 
now. 

“The total present actual strength of 
the army is about 93,000 officers and 
men, or nearly 8000 below its authoriz. d 
strength. 

“According to the annual report of 
the Secretary of War, only 67,000 con- 
stitute the mobile army troops, 20,0 
being coast defense troops, and of this 
number about 29,000 are on duty outsic- 
the United States leaving therein about 
46,000 mobile army troops and 13,00 
coast defense troops. Ahout 29,000 of. 
ficers and men of the mobile force ars 
employed on the Mexican bordér. The 
total number reported enrolled in the 
national guard of the various states is 
129,000. 

“The condition of the navy is grad- 
ually being made known. Admiral Dew- 
cy says: ‘We need more ships, more of- 
ficers and more men.’ The Admiral of 
the fleet, Admiral Fletcher, reports ‘an 
alarming shortage’ of men in his fleet 

“Admiral Knight is quoted as having 
testified before Congress only a few 
days ago that with the present ships 
and men the navy is unable to put 
forth more than 50 per cent of its 
strength owing to the lack of men on 
its fast crulsers. Other authorities re- 
port the lack of scout cruisers, hydro 
aeroplanes, submarines and other nec- 
essary adjuncts to the fleet. More than 
a year ago Congress authorized the 
construction of two rew battleshi +r 
but through the procrastination of the 
Navy Department the contracts for their 
construction are not yet awarded. 

More Men Necded in Navy. 

“The President has recommended t9 
Congress an immediate increase of 11,- 
fv men in various arms of the navy anl 
of at least 300 midshipmen at Annapbd- 
lis. He has also recommended ia sut- 
stantial increase in the building pre- . 
gram. 

“Now. the fleet, of course, congtitutcs 
the nution’s first line of defense againat 
invasion of either our outposts or our 
mainland. 

“How easy an invasion of our conti- 
nent would be unless our navy Was 
adequate to destroy the fleet protecting 
the invading army, is shown by the re- 
port of the War College. Expertence in 
the present war has demonstrated the 
ease with which large bodies of troops 
may be transported over seas. The Var 
College estimates that Germany could 
land a force of 387,00 men and $81,000 
animais on any chosen point on the At- 
lantic seaboard within 16 daya of leaving 
European ports, and within 4 days 
thereafter 440,000 additional mén and 
%,000 animals. 

“How are we to prepare to méet any 
of these contingencies’? The Setretary 
of War recommends to Congress en in- 
crease in the general army 60) as8* to 
bring its number up to 149,00. Con- 
grees seems in a fair way to carry out 
that recommerdation 

“Properly organized so as to admit of 
the expansion of the military units by 
the addition of recrults in the time of 
war, such increase would be helpfu..

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but all authorities agree that provisions 
should be made for at least 400,000 re- 
serve soldiers with military training, to 
constitute, with the regular army and 
navy, the first line of defense. 
“Secretary Garrison, in his last report 
to Congress, recommended the creation 
of a national volunteer force to gradual- 
ly supply this need, and the President 
urged upon Congress the adoption of 


this plan. 
Weakness of State Militia. 
“The weakness of the State Militia 


organizations lies in the constitutional 
upon their organization 
and employment. For while Congress 
is given the power to provide for 
organizing, arming and disciplining 


the militia and for governing such 
part of them as may be empoloyed in 
the service of the United States, there 
is reserved to the respective States 
the appointment of officers and the 
authority of training the militia ac- 
cording to the discipline prescribed by 
Congress. 

“While, therefore, Congress may 
lay down the rules by which the 
national guard in the respective 
States should be organized and train- 
ed, and may assign officers of the 
regular army to instruct them, the 
offciers of the Guard must be ap- 
pointed by the State authorities and 
the actual training of the men con- 
ducted by them. 

“Moreover, militia can only be cal- 
led in the national service for three 
purposes, viz.: “To .execute the laws 
of the Union, to suppress insurrec- 
tions and to repel invasions. 

“On more than one occasion during 
the war of 1812, State militiamen -ze- 
fused to obey orders to cross the boun- 
daries into Canada upon the grounds 
that the Constitution did not require 
them to leave the country, and in at 
least two instances, for the same rea- 
son, Governors of states forbade their 
-militia to leave the state in response 
to the President’s orders. True, the 
President can call the State National 
Guard into. service as volunteers for 
any other purpose authorized by Con- 
gress, but he cannot compel them to 
obey the call, and. no previous agree- 
ment to do so could be legally enforced 
at courtmartial as has been proposed 
in Congress. 

‘'Theso essential weaknesses in tha 
state militia as a part of our first line 
defense have been demonstrated in ev- 
ery war from the Revolution to the 
war with Spain. Again and again did 
Gen. Washington protest against rell- 
ance on the state militia system. 

“Every student of military affairs, 
every authoritative writer on military 
erganization has pointed out the need- 
less waste of lives and property which 


restrictions 


this system always has occasioned, Yet,- 


despite these lessons, in 19% Congress 
amended the militia law by requiring 
the President in case he should be re- 
quired to call for volunteers to first 
call upon the national guard before tak- 
ing other volunteers. That law shou'd 
be repealed without delay as constitut- 
ing a gratuitous obstacle to the safety 
of the nation. 
Cause of Garrison’s Action, 

“It was in recognition of these facts 
that Secretary Garrison recommended to 
Congress the establishment of a reserve 
er continental army of 400,000 men, sub- 
ject only to Federal control. It was not 
an ideal plan, but it was designed to be 
the first step away from the old militia 
-gystem with its divided control, its con- 
f.sed lack of system and its political of- 
ficers. It left the national guard to be 
called out when needed, but removed it 
from the first line of national defense. 

“On Jan. 12, 1916, .Secretary Garrison 
wrote to the President: ‘If the deter- 
mination arrived at by those whose 
knowledge, skill and experience makes 
their judgment practically conclusive fs 
necepted, we should have in this coun- 
try a force of at least 500,000 men ready 
for instant response to a call in the 
event of war or the imminence of war. 

**As to the character of such force, he 
wrote: 
the defense is concerned, 


not result in national forces under the 


exclusive control and authority of the) 


national Government. Any other system 
is illusory, not real, is apparent and not 
substantial.’ 

“The present Eurepean war has shown 
that modern warfare is conducted with 
larger masses of men and more imple- 
ments of war than ever before. If we 
-are to have any army, therefore, it 
must be large enough to resist. at least 
an invading force as military students 
demonstrate could be landed -on our 
sliores within a month after the out- 
break of hostilities. 


Thoroughly Traineq Men Demanded. 
“Moreover, modern warfare. requires 


men more thoroughly trained to miit- 
‘tary exercise than ever before, and 
our increasing population and congest- 
ed cities have made our people less uscd 


' to arms than when the country was 


sparsely settled, game abounded, and all 
men Were more or less accustomed te 
the use of firearms. Look at Canada, 
and learn that at the present time it 
requires nearly a year of discipline and 
drill to fit men for the firing line. '[f 
we would properly prepare, we should 
require every man between the ages of 
20 and 25 to serve for one year in the 
army, and then to become a member of 
the reserve army. This ts the true Jem- 
oc’atic practice. | 

“France and Switzerland are the great 
republican examplés of the value of 
that system. But it is contrary to the 
traditions of our people and therefore 
Wwe cannot expect the gystem to be 
adopted here without a profound change 
in public sentintent throughout the coun- 
try. Yet it is the only true principle 
of national preparation to prevent war. 

“But whatever force we have, must

Whereas, the General Board of the 
Navy has reported to the Secretary 
of the Navy that “‘our present navy 
is not sufficient to give due weight 
to the diplomatic remonstrance of 
the United States in peace nor to 
enforce its policies in war,” 

Whereas, we believe that the navy 
should be increased with all speed 
until we shall have become the first 
naval Power of the world, with 
etrength on the Atlantic equal to 
that of any other Power upon that 
ocean, and with additional strength 
upon the Pacific such as to make of 
us the first naval Power upon that 
ocean, and 

Whereas, the General Staff of the 
Army has submitted to the War De- 
partment a pian for a moderate in- 
crease of the regular army and for 
the organization, distribution and 
equipment thereof, and for the in- 
crease and complete manning of 
coast defenses 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that 
we, the Mayors and members of 
Mayors’ Committees upon National 
Defense of the Cities of the United 
States, in convention assembled, uo 


hereby demand the immediate au- 
thorization by Congress of the 
building program of the General 
Board of the Navy of July 30, 1915, 
together with such additions and 
modifications as their expert know]l- 
edge and experience may indicate 
to be necessary at this time. And 
we do further demand that the per- 
sonnel of the navy be increased in 
conformity with the requirements of 
the service as interpreted by the

Resolved, that we demand the in- 
crease and complete manning of 
coast defenses as recommended by 
the General Staff; and be it further

Resolved, that recognizing’ the 
military obligation equally with the

military training under Federal con- 
trol throughout the United States;

Resolved, that we approve and re- 
commend the immediate formulation 
of plans by the Federal Govern- 
ment for the organization and 
mobilization of the physical re- 
sources of the country, and, to that 
end, among other things, we spe- 
cifically recommend: 

1. That all arsenals, ordnance, ri- 
fle and other munition-producing 
plants supported by Federal appro- 
priation be located at a distance 
from the Atlantic and Pacific sea- 
boards and from the Canadian and 
Mexican borders, as recommended 
in the recent report of the General 
Staff of the Army.

Text of National Defense Resolutions 
Adopted by Mayors’ Conference Yesterday 


HE following resolution, drafted by the Committee on Resolutions of the National Defense Con-

Wheat today is selling 
for $1.75 in Liverpool, while in our own 
country it is selling for $1.06. That is 
because there are no American bottoms 
in which it can be transported at this 
time. Every man, woman and child !n 
the United States is affected directly 
or indirectly by this state of affairs.” 
After the Civil War, he said, when- 
ever Congress would prove niggardly 
with the Navy his father would walk 
the floor in their home and express 
his opinion of Congress, “And it was 
not a pleasant day when that old 
seadog was riled. He predicted years 
ago that affairs would come to pass 
in the navy which exist there today.’ 


Recalls a Biaine Incident. 

He was reminded of the time when 
James G. Blaine was Secretary of 
State. An American was in a Mex- 
ican prison and, after a long ex- 
change of cablegrams and diplomatic 
notes, the American Minister in Mex. 
ico wired that on the following 
morning the prisoner was to be turn- 
ed loose and was to be shot as he left 
the prison. 

Blaine wired back instructions to 
throw an American flag around that 
man and to serve notice on Mexico 
that if a single bullet pierced that flag 
the American people would hold Mex- 
ico responsible. 

“Today,” he shouted, ‘65,000 Amer- 
icans have been told to flee Mexico 
for thefr lives and nearly 200 Amer- 
icans have been murdered in Mexico. 
What manner of leadership is this, I 
ask you? 

“My dad used to tell me to fix my 
stake of ambition high and even if 
I never reached it I would go further 
than I would have done otherwise. 
When is the President of the United 
States going to stand by the people? 
We have had watchful waiting. It

to lead us. to a worthy ambition!” 
“Some day not far distant,” he sald, 
“demands will be made upon us from 
a neighbor on our west which we must 
refuse. Shall we be able to defend our 
position? When that time comes we 
shall have to figkt unless our defense 
is made impregnable.” Although he did 


it was evident he referred to Japan. 

Mayor Thompson controverted the 
theory of pacificists that wars can be 
abolished. As desirable as this Uto- 
pian belief is, he said, all the lessons 
of history are against it. He referred 
to the fact that the great semi-mythical 
Trojan war was caused by nothing more 
than the abduction of a beautiful wom- 
an and added that the present war “is 
nothing less than commercialism gone 
mad.”’ 

He quoted extensively from the mes- 
sages and speeches of Washington, em- 
phasizing this clause in the first Pres- 
ident’s first message to Congress: 

“To be prepared for war is one of the 
most effectual means of preserving 
peace.”’ , 

While the combatants in Europe are 
at death grips, Mayor Thompson said, 
America is walking off with the bone 
of contention, the prize of the world’s 
commerce. He compared the situation 
tc a dog fight and said that as certainly 
as the third dog that sneaks away with 
the bone is pursued by the winner of the 
fight, so we will be attacked by Europe’s 
victor unless we make ourselves strong 
enough to keep the bone. 

“Our eminent pacifists tell us we 
we are in no danger of attack if we 
give no provocation,” he said. “Poor 
little Belgium is the answer! She 
was ground into the mire for standing 
uy for her treaty rights. Poor old 
« .na is another example of a nation 
relying on right as against might. 
( .n’t you hear the world of tomorrow 
saying ‘Poor America! she was so 
inoffensive. Isn't it too bad her won- 
derful government had to be sacri- 
ficed in her conquest’? 

“It has been objected that we can- 
not afford to prepare. How can we 
afford not to? How would we oppose 
an invasion now? Would we pit 
patriotism against 42-centimeter guns 
and scientific slaughter %f human 
beings? Shall we send our young 
men, the flower of America, to certiin 
destruction, like sheep to the sham- 
bles? What a needless waste of 
treasure! What a woeful waste of 
blood! This is a case where an ounce 
of prevention is worth a battleship 
full of cure.” 

Mayor Thompson did not express 
an opinion asto the means of defense.

REEDY DENOUNCES 
CONGRESSMEN WHO 
JPPOSE PRESIDENT 


William Marion Reedy, addressing the 
Mayors’ banquet, declared that within 
the last 48 hours the country, through 
Congress, has shown it stands behind 
President Wilson in his foreign policy; 
that if this country is to remain a free 
nation it must insist to the last upon 
the right of its citizens to travel the 
high seas unmolested; and that those 
Congressmen, members of the Presi- 
dent’s own party, who are hampering 
his every move, are traitors. He spoke 
in high praise of “‘the better element of 
the opposition party who are rallying 
patriotically to the support of the Presi- 
dent.”’ . 

“This conference, which is in fact a 
demonstration of patriotism,’’ Reedy 
said, “has proved that the heart of 
this great country is at one with the 
cutlying sections to the east and to 
the west in standing for preparedness 
and defense against any threatened in- 
fringement of American vights. It has 
proved that the country will stand with 
the head of the Government to the 
very last. 

“The trouble is that for so long the 
nation has been corroded by the canker 
of peace, has been made slothful by 
the enjoyment of wealth, that it has 
come to pass that the citizens do not 
realize their re‘ation to the national 
Government ani have given | httle 
thought to the possibility of having to 
Cefend it. 

He Quotes “Prince of Pcuce.” 

“We are lixe an ostrich that hides its 
head in the sand and we do not realize 
that on the other side of the water hell 
has broken loose and civilization {s in 
danger. We have been told by soft- 
headed people that war is a relic of 
barbarism and that it can be eliminated. 
They talk about the Prince of Peace, but 
they forget that he said: ‘I bring not 
peace, but a sword.’ 

“Norman Angell and David Starr 
Jordan had proved to us before the 
summer of 1914 that war was impos- 
sible, or that if it did come it could 
not last more than six weeks. We have 
seen what did happen and at the out- 
break of the war I was in a country 
where for the last seven years the pol- 
icy of the pacificists had so far ruled 
the Government that that country was 


. found wholly unprepared so far as its 


army was concefeed.’’ 
Reedy here told of the difficulties 
that beset England at the beginning of

was declared he attended a meeting in 


London in company wh # members of 
Parliament, wno wer worried as to 
how they would explain to their con- 
stituents their votes for war, so {m- 
bued was the nation with the idea of 
pacificism. Reedy said the prepared- 
ness of the British navy saved the 
country from invasion that might have 
wiped it off the map. He declared he’ 
believed that if the army hed been as 
highly prepared as the navy the war 
would not have come. 

“In the beginning of this war,"’ Reedy 
said, “we saw arbitration vanish into 
the air. At best arbitration is merely 
an exchange of language in which an 
agreement is reached only by each side 
giving up something. In practice we 
find that the party that depends upon 
logic and reason, unless backed by force 
gives up everything and gets nothing. 
Only the small things are arbitrated; 
the big things are left for the future to 
work out. 


Monroe Doctrine Never Accepted. 
‘The United States must be prepared, 


because we have seen no nation can live 
apart from others. The ties of com- 
merce and trade mean that disputes 
must come. And, moreover, the Monroe 
Doctrine has never been definitely and 
conclusively accepted by any European 
nation. Even now there are at work in 
South America foreign influences that 
mean some day we will have to defend 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

“The United States is dedicated to 
freedom. It stands for its own rights 
and for the rights of the little countries. 
it stands for the rights of its citizens 
to travel on the seas in safety and it 
insists that law shall govern and that 
the rules shall net be changed to give 
every advantage and none of the risk 
tc one form of belligerency.”’ 

Says Socialists Underwent Change. 

Reedy referred to the “‘peace at any 
price” advocates as “people who run 
about leaking language at every pore” 
and said there were plenty like them in 
hiurope before this war began. He said 
the Socialists of every nation were talk- 
ing of the brotherhood of man and of 
“internationalism,” declaring they would 
not fight other Soctalista. Yet when 
war came, “internationalism’’ gave way 
to “‘nationalism”’ and the Socialists went 
singing to war. 

We have more to look out for than 
military and naval preparedness, Reedv 
said. The organization of our social and 
economic resources is just as important, 
he said. He declared the great econom- 
i¢ efficiency of Germany has proved it- 
self one of the nation’s greatest assets. 
To gain this he would have our social 
order so organized that there could be 
no class distinctions. He would have 
genuine liberty extended to all the people 
so they would feel more keenly their 
obligations to the Government.

SECURITY LEAGUE 
HEAD BITTERLY

He said that the National Security 
League might, in the beginning, have 
taken for its motto what he understood 
was the motto of Missouri: “Show Me.” 
F'atriotic men wished to find out whether 
certain things were true. 

They wanted to know if it were true 
that the United States army had only 
enough ammunition for a two hour’ 
bombardment at the rate of bombard- 
rents on the western front in Burope. 
it wanted to know whether it were true 
t.at there was only one-half of one tor- 
pedo to each torpedo boat in the United 
States navy so that, in an emergency, 
half of the torpedo flotilla could fire 
only one shot and then must wait six 
months before a second torpedo could 
be built. They wanted to know if it 
were true that our coast defense guns 
were of so limited range that a modern 
Luropean battleship could stand two 
miles out of their reach and pound them 
to pieces with its shells. 

They wanted to know whether it was 
true that Congress for years, in the face 
cf recommendations from each succeed- 
ing Secretary of War were wasting in 
pork-barrel politics millions of dollars 
that should have gone to the national 
defense. So these patriots formed groups 
in the various cities until, today, there 
are 200 of them, all working harmonious- 
ly towards the. desired goal of national 
preparedness.

Root’s Two Views 4s

One Legal, the Other Political

HE American people were entitled not merely to feel, but to speak 
od | concerning the wrong done to Belgium,’’ said former Secretary 

Root in his new York speech, Feb. 15. ‘‘ With the right to speak 
came the responsibility, and with the responsibility came the duty—duty 
of government toward all the peaceful men and women in America not to 
acquiesce in the destruction of the law which protected them, for if the 


world assents to this great and signal violation of the law of nations, then 
the law of nations no longer exists and we have no protection save in sub- 


serviency or in force.’’ 

Elsewhere in this address Mr. Root the law maintained and a legal injury to 
every nation.’’ 

Tendering Good Offices. 

When. Mr. Root declared that up to the 
time of the first Hague conference in 
1899 it was only as disinterested medl- 
ators that states have been accustomed 
to speak, if at all, he referred to Article 
4’ of the convention for the pacific set- 
tlement of international disputes, the 
last paragraph of which says: 

“The exercise of this right (tendering 
good offices) can never be regarded by 
one or the other of the parties in con- 
flict as an unfriendly act.’’ 

So unusual was the intrusion of a third 
state into controversies not directly af- 
fecting it, and so questionable was the 
right of a third state to take cognizancs 
of this class of violations of the law 
that a positive declaration was consid- 
ered necessary to authorize the mere 
tender of good offices. 

Uncle Sam as Knight Errant. 

Uncle Sam might present an admirable 
picture as a true knight-errant with 
Sword unsheathed, ready to vindicate 
the law among the European bellig- 
erents. But if such a role is to be un- 
dertaken it is a prerequisite necessity 
that we be amply prepared to meet and 
overcome all possible adversaries. 

International law, as Mr. Root truly 
says, can have binding force only by a 
change in the attitude of nations toward 
violations calculated to disturb the peace

TUCSON, Ariz., March 4.— Gen. 


Urbelajo, the Yaqui chieftain who 
became one of Villa’s best Generals, 
has been executed by the Carranza 


soldiers, according to information 
from the Yaqui Valley, which is be- 
sieved to be authentic. 

A month ago, Urbelajo surrendered 
with the more than 100 Yaqui war- 
riors in his army, and all were given 
safe conduct back to the Yaqui Val- 
ley. His braves were repatriated, 
and melted into the Bacatete Moun- 
tains. 

Last week, at night, Urbelajo and 
four other leaders of the tribe were 
arrested by orders from the Car- 
ranze commander and the next day 
ordered deported to the Tres Marias. 
They sailed under guard of a firing 
squad, according to the ftnformant 
who is in a’ position to know and 
who has hitherto been reliable, and 
the squad returned without the Gen- 
erals. It was given out that all were 
killed. 

The Tres Marias are three islands 
lying off the territory of Tepic, some- 
times used as a penal colony, but 
notorious for the executions carried 
out on the way there. To be or- 
dered to the Tres Marias is under- 
stood as a death “sentence. Five 
hundred Yaquis, among them the 
worst of the Bronchos, were sent 
there eight years ago by the Diaz 
regime. None was ever heard of 
afterward, and it was understood at 
the time that all were drowned. It 
was said they were in a barge towed 
by the gunboat, which cut the haw- 
ser and sank the barge with gunfire, 
out of sight of land.

Premise of Speech. 

Mr. Root’s political speech appears to 
be premised on the proposition that 
some collective responsibility was as- 
sumed by signatories to The Hague 
conventions to vindicate those rules, but 
this {s wholly untrue. There is no re- 
sponsible enforcing authority in the 
whole system of international law, and 
this is its primary weakness. Each 
state rights its own wrongs as_ they 
arise, and though it may appeal to the 
r.oral judgment of the rest, they Lave 
watched silently while {t vindicated the 
law alone or succumbed to the violation. 
Tangible self-interest alone has been suf- 
ficient to move them. Lamentable as this 
situation is, it is the practice of na- 
tions and the practice is the law. Na- 
tions understand that the elemental 
qualities of human nature have not 
changed greatly and that prudence 
should restrain them from enterprising 
too far afield to enforce unacceptable, 
though ideal, principles. 

" ‘The real situation with respect to Bel- 
gium was revealed accurately by Mr. 
Root in his annual address before the 
International Society® of Law, sitting 
jointly with the International Law sec- 
tion of the Pan-American Scientific Con- 
gress in Washington, Dec. 28, 1913. There 
he was the statesman and able interna- 
tional lawyer; in his New York address 
of Feb. 15 last he was the politician. 
Weakness as Binding Force. 

‘There is another weakness of inter- 

national law as a binding force,”’ said 
Lawyer Root in Washington, “which it 
appears to me can be avoided only by a 
radical change in the attitude of nations 
toward violations of the law. Up to this 
time breaches of international law have 
been treated as we treat wrongs under 
civil procedure, as if they concerned 
nobody except the particular nations 
upon whom the tnjury was inflicted and 
the nation inflicting it. 
“There has beerr no general recognition 
of the right of other nations to object. 
In general, states not directly affected 
by the particular injury complained of 
have not been deemed to have any right 
to be heard about ft, It is only as disin- 
terested mediators in the quarrels of 
others or as rendering good offices to 
others that they have been accustomed 
to speak, ffatall Until the first Hague 
conference that form of interference 
was upon sufferance 

“If the law of nations ts te be binding 
there must be a change in theory. And 
violations of the law of such character 
as to threaten the peace and order of 
the community of nations must be treat- 
ed by analogy to the criminal law. They 
must be deemed to be a violation of the 
right of every civilized nation to have

National Orders 
Club Owners to 
Survey Diamonds 


Correctness of Measurements 
Must Be Sent to Him, Presi- 


dent Tener States. 


NEW YORK, March 4.~—For the first 
time in its history, the National League 
will have its playing fields surveyed by 
competent engineers and the correct- 
ness of the measurements certified «to 
the president of the League. 

There always has been some doubt, 
owing to former imperfect rules and 
diagrams, as to the proper distance of 
pitcher's plates and betsmen’s boxes on 
some of the National League infleids, 
and on one diamond, at least, it was 
discovered that the pitcher’s plate had 
been installed too close to the plate.

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HOW CADILLAC “8” HELPS 
COLD WEATHER MOTORS 


ivery motorist who operates his car 
in winter knows the annoyance of the 
“warming up” period which must fol- 
low starting the engine after it has 
stood overnight In a cold garage or for 
several hours on the street. So the de- 
vice on the Cadillac Eight which facili- 
tates warming up is of interest to ail 
motorists. 

This device exercises a thermostatic 
control over the fluid in the cooling 
system and, like many other motor car 
developments, was inaugurated by the 
Cadillac company. The thermostats, of 
which there are two—one for each block 
of cylinders—operate in connection with 
valves which open and close as the ther: 
mostats expand and contract with heat 
and cold. 

When the engine and radiator are cold 
the valves are closed and the water in 
the radiator is practically cut off from 
that in the water jackets of the cylin- 
ders. After the engine is started, the 
liquid surrounding the cylinder blocks 
rises in temperature and the thermostat 
valves open sicwly. Without the ther- 
mostat, all the liquid in the cooling svs- 
tem would have to be heated before the 
engine would run well, whereas with the 
thermostats only a small quantity has to 
be warmed at the outset, and the ther- 
mostat valve: admit the water from the 
radiator as the temperature of the fluid 
rises. 

The device is wholly automatic in its 
action. It enables the engine to reach 
its highest efficiency much more quick- 


_-- 


ly than would be possible if it were 
necessary to heat the entire volume of 
circulating fiuid before that efficiengy 
were obtained. 


MOTOR CAR BECOMES 
“ALL-YEAR VEHICLE 
“The excessive rains during , the 
past few weeks do not seem to have 
made a very great difference in the 


demand for cars from the outlying 
territory, and dealers are as insistent 
for deliveries as ever,” said F. W. A. 
Vesper, president of the Vesper-Buick 
Auto Co. on his return from an ex- 
tended trip to Northern distributing 
centers. 

“I find that this condition is not 
only local, but is general, and that 
distributers in other large cities are 
having exactly the same story to tell. 
It is a fact of course, that a lot of 
damage has been done by rain but 
this has been confined to relatively 
small localities.”’ 

“I found the Buick factory at Flint 
running full up on their schedule, and 
in fact, in position to build even more 
cars, were it possible for them to ob- 
[tain extra materials. The materials 
contracted for are, of course, being 
delivered by the material people and 
as these contracts were on a basis of 
our production of 60,000, the normal 
schedule is being maintained, but the 
increase in production for 1916 over 
last season is only 33 1-3 per cent, 
whereas the demand to date has been 
considerably over 500 per cent, and 
the advance orders now holding, both 
by ourselves in St. Louis and by the 
factory in Flint, are greater than 
ever before in the history of the 
Buick company. A large majority of 
this demand is occasioned by the won- 
derful reception the public has given 
the Buick six-cylinder production, 
but not only this—there is a big de- 
mand for all standard cars. This de- 
mand is brought about by the excel- 
lent crop conditions that prevail in 
most localities, and the fact that the 
motor car has already’ established 
itself as a necessity, and is not con- 
sidered in the luxury class any 
longer. In fact, the biggest propor- 
tion of our business comes ‘from a 
class of people who use the car more 
for general utility than from a mere 
pleasure standpoint.” 

“Orders receivéd, indicate that the 
demand will continue through the 
winter, from the fact that most of 
our dealers have placed orders fof 
shipment during every month of the 
season, and the old idea of a closed 
winter season is fast becoming a 
thing of the past, and it will be but a 
short time when it will be an all-year 
round demand, due to the fact that 
winter cars are being added to all 
standard lines, and a good healthy 


‘|demand for them exists.” 


FORD DENIES RUMOR OF 
6-HOUR WORKING DAY 


Henry Ford has issued a denial that 
there has been or will be any change in 
the hours or wages of the employes of 
the Ford Motor Co. and its branches. 

Mr. Ford makes this statement be- 
cause irresponsible persons have been 
disseminating a report that the Ford 
Motor Co. was to reduce the working 
hours from eight to six, increase the 
shifts from three of eight hours each 
in 24 to four of six hours in 24, and in- 
crease the pay to $1 an hour, or to $6 
a day. This absolutely groundless ru- 
mor has been published widely and the 
Ford Motor Co., as a consequence, has 
been flooded with inquiries and has 
suffered other annoyance. 

“There will be no changes whatever 
im our wages or hours, either at the 
plant or the branches,’’ says Mr. Ford. 
“Hours and wages will stand as at 
present.”’

to the product, much less add to its per- 
manency or its intrinsic worth. 

“The best example of just what can 
be accomplished with which I am famil- 
lar—in fact, of which I know—is the re- 
cent reduction in the price of the Cole

It is the only 
way to find out how much they are 
earning for you. Always charge 
yourself with all the eggs and fowls 
used in your own kitchen; otherwise 
your record will not be accurate. 


Keep a sharp lookout for rats and 
cats. Don’t grow chicks to feed four- 
legged thieves. 


| Double Mating for 


Best Barred Rocks 


I believe that in order to produce the 
best results in breeding Barred Rocks 
the fancier must use birds of one color 
for producing the best males and birds 
of a quite different color for producing 
the best females. This makes the breed- 
ing of the highest class of Barred 
Rocks difficult. 

I know that some breeders stuck to 
the single-mating system for years and 
finally gave it up. One of these is Dr. 
Heimlich of Jacksonville, Ill., a judge 
of wide reputation. 

The double-mating system in Barred 
Rocks means that in order to secure the 
marking in a male bird you must mate 
a male bird of the proper or “standard’”’ 
color with females that are darker. 
They should be as clearly and regular- 
ly barred as possible, but they are 
birds that you would say were too dark 
for Barred Rocks. They look almost 
black sometimes. 


In the production of standard females 
you must take females of the standard 
of exhibition color and mate with them 
a male bird several shades lighter than 
the true exhibition color. Such a bird 
as this sometimes has an almost washed 
out appearance. 


- It is important that the fancler not 
merely mate birds of the colors indi- 
cated, but®he must also know that the 
male at the head of the pen is himself 
bred from an ancestry of that kind. 

Females that are dark and are mated 
with a male for the production of high- 
grade males are said to be cockere! 
breeding females. A male bird that is 
ght in color and mated to females to 
produce the proper color females is 
called a pullet-mating cockerel. 

One reason given for this is that the 
ancestors of the Barred Rocks are a 
composite variety from various sources 
and from birds of different colors, and 
rthat in breeding the birds tend to re- 
vert to their ancestry a great ways 
back. 3 

The double-mating-system ig used tn 
other varieties as well, especially in 
these where the male and female dif- 
fer widely in color. Most breeders of 
Brown Leghorns use the double sys- 
tem of mating for the production of 
females especially. They will use a 
male bird that is not a high-class ex- 
hibition male, and whose color in some 
degree approaches the female color. 


One of the best Barred Rock breed- 
ers in the country breeds only in the so- 
called pullet line. His females are ex 
ceedingly fine and his males are good in 
shape and size, but are light in color 
and are not exhibition birds.

duction. Records of 2*~ to 275 eggs a 
year are common, 

From the fact that the average poul- 
tryman looks upon 2 eggs a year as 
nothing unusual one would think that 
record near the average for ordinary 
flocks, but it is a long way from it. The 
ordinary flock of hens averages about 
80 eggs per hen per year, and this ad- 
vance is not nearly so marked as in the 
ease of breeders who have made a spe- 
cialty of developing laying quality. 

In this connection Prof. James E. Rice 
makes some observations on laying abil- 
ity in hens and how to secure and im- 
prove it, that~should prove of value to 
every poultry raiser who is striving to 
build up a laying flock. Prof. Rice is 
the head of the poultry department at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 

High egg production, he says, unfail- 
ingly results from mating 3 and 8 year 
old hens, of proven high egg-producing 
powers, to males which are known to 
nave transmitted high egg-laying char- 
acteristics to their offspring. Breed only 
the most vigorous birds. 

Both male and female transmit high 
fecundity. 

High egg-producing hens produce high- 
er egg-producing daughters. 

The late moulters are the late layers. 

The early layer is the profitable layer. 

The early layer shows vigor, stamina 
and inherited powers. 

A pullet of recognized high egg-laying 
strain which does not lay in seven to 
eight months, will never pay for its 
keep. 

Leghorns should lay at seven to eight 
months amd heavier breeds a month or 
six weeks later. 

Pullets hatched too early moult in 
August and get caught by cold weather, 
and fail to lay all winter. If hatched 
later than early May they fail to grow 
their full. plumage by fall and do not 
lay during the winter. 


Poultry Paragraphs. 


It will pay to trap-set your hens 


and keep a record of what each one 
is doing for the egg basket. This is 
a sure way to weed out the drones. 


To get the most out of your flocks 
you must adopt present-day methods, 
s0 as to be on an even footing with 
your competitor. 


Avoid feeding chicks food that has 
been in stock so long that it is 
moldy. It is bound to cause much 
trouble. 


Keep the chicks grewing. If there 
is any drooping in the wings and 
they are sitting around, look them 
over carefully; they may be troubled 
with lice. / 


For egg-production, pullets are the 
money-makers in a poultry plant; 
hence, they should receive every at- 
tention from the poultry raiser, 


Kansan Tells Hew 
to Make Pigeons Pay 


Frank Hucht of Burns, Kan., has been 
caring for 60C pairs of pigeons, besides 
marketing their squabs. He has recent- 
ly completed a butiding with a capacity 
of 1000 pairs of bids 

Three varieties of pigeons are kept, 
lLiomers, Cairneaux and White Kings 
The Homers are 1 little smaller than 
the others, but probably they rear a 
few more squabs. Carmeaux and White 
Kings produce squabs that will weigh 
about 12 pounds to the dozen. These are 
sold for as much as $ a dézen. The 
squabs from Homers average from 8 to 
10 pounds a dozen and sell for about M 
a dozen. 

Hucht figures that he gets an average 
of about seven pairs a year from each 
pair of old birds. At the present prices 
of feed it costs him $1.2 a vear to feed 
an old pair and rear 14 squabs to mar- 
ket size. 

Hucht finds it more economical to give 
the birds two feeds a day, letting them 
have only what wili be cleaned up, rath- 
er than to use self-feeders. Grit, oyster 
shell and «lean water must be where the 
pigeons can get tu them at all times. 
Kafir is the principal grain fed in this 
plant. The morning feed for 1200 work- 
ing birds {fs one-haif’ bushel of kafir, one 
peck of wheat, six quarts of shelled 
peanuts and six quarts of wild grass 
seed. About the same quantity of feed 
is given at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
In the winter the afternoon feed ts 
whole corn; in the summer it is kafir. 
Some rice is fed once a week. A feed 
of green alfaifa is given occasionally in 
the summer. — 

It takes only four weeks to grow 
squab that weizchs almost as much as a 
grown bird. After the old birds get set~- 
tled down to work they keep two nests 
going. 

A squab 1s reudy to market when it is 
ready to get out of the nest. If it is 
kept a few days too long it will injure 
the quality of its meat through exercise. 
It also will Jose a lot of weight in the 
first few days out of the nest. 

Squabs ure kilied ‘n the same way that 
you would stick a chicken, dry picked 
and packed in candy buckets in ice. A 
layer of fine ice is put in the bottom 
of the bucket, then a layer of squabs, 
another tayer of ice and then more 
squabs. Some larger chunks of ice are 
put in the top. 

Hucht has very little trouble with 
sickness in his flocks. Canker is about 
the worst thing to contend with and he 
cures that by putting a pinch of Vene- 
tian red in the throat of the affected 
bird. To guard against rats he has 
lined the underside of all floors in the 


1 building. 


Ax as Final Cure 
. for Egg-Eating Hens 


Egg eating among poultry usually is 
the result of the birds’ appetite for 
something they are not getting in their 
feed. Most often, perhaps, the thing 
lacking is lime, the shell-forming ma 
terial. Unless provided by giving the 
flock oyster shells or similar materi], 
confined birds in winter will not gut 
enough lime, hence their greater desi.e 
for it, which induces their pecking at 


| the eggs or any other object that prom- 


ises to supply the deficiency. 

Once a hen has broken an egg and 
gotten a taste of it the chances are she 
will acquire the habit, and then it no 
longer is a matter of deficient food ele- 
ments. A very common way of teach- 
ing birds this habit is the practice of 
throwing egg shells from the kitcHen 
out to them. If the shells are fed at ali 
it is best to crush and mix them with 
the dry mash or some other food mix- 
ture, 80 as to hide their identity. 

There are many feeds that contain 
the mineral elements needed by birds, 
which they crave and try to find in the 
shells of eggs and their contents. Be- 
sides grit and lime, see that the flock 
has access to a sufficient supply of pro- 
tein-content foods. Bran, middlings. 
meat, milk, alfalfa leaves, vegetables, 
sprouted grains are al! valuable in fur- 
nishing these needed elements, both ‘a 
protein, minerals and succulent foods, 
Another means of discouraging ess 
| eating is to have plenty of attractive 
nests at least two feet off the floor, and 
have them darkened and in secluded 
places.

Hand Brooding Chickens. 

Can I ralae chicks a day old when 
bought, in a cellar during the spring 
and summer without a brooder The cel- 
Jar has @ granitoid floor and a hot-air 
furnace. How much heat does it re- 
quire?—I., St Louis. 

Your question seems on its surface 

be an easy one, but it really is not. 

ou can do what you suggest, but i 
think that you will find it difficult... So 
much depends upon the personal element 
in the matter. Some people are natural- 
ly good ‘‘caretakers’’ and others are not. 
About the most successful man in raising 
chicks that i ever knew never used an 
artificial brooder. He hatched his chicks 


* | and then raised them without artificial 


heat. At night he kept them in a box. 
When the nights were cool he kept them 
in the kitchen. I have a neighbor who 
does this. Both of these men can do it. 
Others have tried it and failed. Both of 
these men claim that they can beat 
any old hen that ever lived in raising 
chicks. Whether your cellar is dry or 
not, I do not know. Perhaps it would 
not be possibie to keep it dry, especially 
the floor. You must have this cellar 
dry and you must have the air pure 
without having ft drafty. ‘There is no 
precise amount of heat required by the 
chicks, but for a time they must have 
access, when they want it, to consider- 
able warmth or a while they should 
be placed in the cellar with the tempera. 
ture in places from 85 ‘to 90 degrees. | 
believe for a time you will need to put 
these chicks in a box at night, so as t»? 
give them extra warmth, but it is diffi- 
cult to lay down precise rules without 
] 1owing the exact situation. I think 1! 
have indicated some of the conditions 
that you must establish for the chicks. 
As for the rest, as I have said, much 
wonld depend upon the persona! element 
and upon you as a natural caretaker. 


Keeping Eggs for Hatching. 

I have 11 select White Leghorn pul- 
lets ten months old that have been 
laying for thré@é months. I am breed- 
ing them with a two-ycar-old cock 
bird. Do you think that is advisable? 
3 am thinking of buying a 160-egg in- 
cubator and putting the eggs from 
these pullets in it. As they are averag- 
ing about seven eggs a day it will 
take me 23 days to fill the incubator. 
Is that too long to keep the eggs? How 
shall I keep them as to temperatur:? 
How often should I turn them, etc.?— 
G. D., St. Louis 

Your plan of mating these pullets 
with the two-year-old cock bird is ali 
right. Perhaps now that the weather 
will be warming up, you may get more 
than seven eggs per day. Most of the 
eggs under right conditions would hatch 
after three weéks, but I shouldn’t ad- 
vise keeping them that long. It is well 
to remember that an egg begins to de- 
teriorate from the very hour that it 
was laid. The sooner the better, is : 
good rule when it comes to incubating 
eggs, but you can keep them very safely 
and satisfactorily for “as much as two 
weeks. I should keep them in a covl 
comparatively dry place, with the tem- 
perature at from 560 to 60 degrees and 
should turn them over daily. 

Feather Eating. 

i have about a dozen and a haif 

chickens. They pick the feathers off 
h.other and eat them.: Can you 
uggest a remedy?—M. D., St. Louis. 

Are you sure that all the birds are 
doing this? Perhaps there are only one 
or two offenders. If you can find 
which ones they are, you can separaic 
them.

It usually starts from some fault in 
As a rule birds when they 
pick each other’s feathers are not get- 
ting enough meat. Perhaps you are 
feeding a too exclusive grain diet. I 
should feed meat and other green stuf?

{for a good while, It will pay under these 


circumstances to buy cheap meat from 
the butcher and chop it up fine. That 
alone will sometimes break up this 
habit and sometimes it will not, but 
i. is the best remedy aside from 
separating the actual offenders from 
the rest of the flock. In addition tu 
meat and vegetables, I should give the 
birds plenty of grit, oyster shell and 
charcoal. The habit is likely to be 
worse during confinement. I think :f 
you will follow the feeding system I 
have outlined, you will not have 
trouble after the birds get out of doors

“City Man” Becomes 
State Poultry Chief 


Few poultry raising authorities of the 
Middle West are better or more favor- 
ably known than W. E. Caplon of Trin- 
idad, Colo., a city man who got a bad 
case of the “chicken fever.”’ He was 
clerk in a store and had never raised 
vhickens, but bought some empty ship- 
ping boxes, made a comfortable poultry 
shelter, and bought two dozen good- 
looking hens and some feed for them. 
At the beginning of the summer most 
of the hens stopped laying. Vaplon 
kept an accurate account of the cost 
of feed and of the value of the eggs 
when laid. When the hens stopped lay- 
ing he added up his figures and found 
that the feed cost considerably more 
than the eggs were worth. He killed the 
hens one at a time for food purposes. 

Vaplon then went to a farmer's wife, 
who seemed to be making a success with 


chickens and got aj) the information he 


could. He found several causes which 
helped to make his trial with poultry a

tablish a poultry department and the 
Board of Control engaged Vaplon as in- 
structor. He spent three years as head 
of the department, reached the limit of

Prof. Vaplon has always insisted on 
jarge production and low cost of equip- 
ment and operation. He insists that, 
including cost of labor, a poultry house 
must not cost more than $1 a hen for 
the flock that it will shelter. He makes 
the feeding and watering devices from 
old boxes or cans that can be obtained 
for little or nothing. 


Get Poultry Results 
by Culling Floek 


I’'arm poultry profits can be made larg- 
er by promptly getting rid of stock as 
soon as it ceases to be productive. All 
mature males ought to be out of the 
way by this time, and steps should be 
taken now to cull and sell unproductive 
hens. 

As a rule, it does not pay to keep hens 


longer than two years for egg produc-} 


tion, but no certain means is known for 
determining whether a hen is a low 
producer until she has had a chance to 
make a record. However, most of the 
low producers can be identified by fol- 
lowing these suggestions from the poul- 
try department of the Iowa State Col- 
lege: 

1. All fowls that do not have bright red 
combs should be culled out. Dark col- 
ored, shrunken combs indicate both a 
lack of viger and low egg production. 


2. Rapid, early molting,. together with | 


a general well-finished appearance dur- 
ing the late summer and fall, are signs 
of a poor layer. The best layers gen- 
erally molt late and much more slowly 
than poor layers and their old feathers 
are worn and ragged. 

3%. In breeds which, like the leghorns, 
have white ear lobes, the presence of 
creamy coloring matter in the lobes is 
the mark of a poor layer. The yellow 
matter in the ear lobes, as well as that 
which gives the yellow color.to beak; 
legs and toes, is the same kind of col- 


oring matter as that which goes into | 


the yolk of an egg. The best layers 
give up this matter to the eggs they 
lay. 

4. Unproductive hens belonging to the 
yellow-legged varieties can be detected 
also by watching the coloring matter of 
the beak, legs and toes. Those which 
go through the season with the loss of 
the least yellow color in these parts are 
almost always the poorest layers. 


Woman’s Prize Story 
on Raising Broilers 


Mrse Edwin Alphono of Missouri was 
awarded a $5 prize in January by Farm 
News for the following article, as the 
best received during the month on a 
subject pertaining to poultry raising: 

I use incubators for hatching. I have 
Overcome their only fault, namely, 
chicks drying and dying in the shell. 
I think my plan will be a& great help 
to anyone using an incubator. 

Three days before the chicks hatch I 
take the tray of eggs and dip them in 
a tank of warm water. I do this for 
three days. Then I take five tall cups, 
fill them with warm water, set one in 
each corner and one in the middle of 
the incubator under the tray. I do not 
open the doors'again until the chicks 
are hatched and one day old. They are 
very wet, but soon dry off. 

Another thing about incubator chicks: 
A great deal of bowel trouble is caused 
by letting them get chilled during the 
first few days. I have the brooders ex- 
tra warm for a week before they are 
used, and after the chicks are placed 
in them let them get gradually cooler. I 
raise hundreds of little chicks every 
year to the broiler age. I commence 
setting in November, and keep it up 
until late in the summer. They are large 
enough to ship in six ‘weeks or two 
months. I get from 30 to 60 cents a 
pound, shipped alive to St. Louis. I have 
purebred 8S. C. Rhode Island Reds. They 
can't be beaten in my estimation, for 
quick maturing. i use an upstairs room 
in winter and keep a fire in it, besides 
the brooder fire. 

“Several years ago I had a mostly ex- 


perience with cholera among my old 
chickens. I lost more than 600. I tried 
everything, and finally stumbled onto a 
good remedy. I gave each fowl one 
tablespoonfui of linseed oil once a day 
until they were cured. It is the only 
remedy I use now, and it has been very 
satisfactory with me. For leg weakness 
and roup I use vaseline externally. _ 

I think it such,a comfort to raise 
chicks in broodersi No lice to bother 


with, and so easy to keep clean. I 
change the litter every day, and give 
the chicks one feed each day of com-

mercial chick food, so they will scratch 


for it the rest of the day. 
of the day they get a crumbly mash of 
cornmeal, wheat, bloodmeal and a little 
chopped onion, mixed with either sour 
milk or buttermilk. I have not lost a 
chick from bowel trouble, and they grow 
very fast. I avoid extreme changes in 
temperature, and, of course, keep every- 
thing dry. 

I trapnest, and Keep only the best 
layers. The culls are eaten, or shipped 
along with the roosters, for they are 
“swatted” from the flock as soon as the 
breeding season is over. For green food 
in winter I use onions, turnips, beets, 
etc. These roots are chopped fine and 
few raw. It is very nice to carry in 
baskets of nice, fresh eggs, but my main 
ener crop comes from the sale of broll- 
ers

Roosevelt Likely to Be’ Leading Candidate After 
Favorite Sons Are Disposed Of in Re- 
publican.

COTTON FUTURES 
30 POINTS UP 
FUR Tht WEEK 


Early Prices Are Irregular, but 
a Rally Follows—Exports 
Are Fair. 


The cotton market was irregular 
last ween, but the trend was im- 
proved, Futures closed about 30 
poset above the previous week's fin- 
sh. 

Exports of cotton ofr the week end- 
ing last Friday, were 144,698 bales, 
compared with 354,073 during the 
same week last year. The total for 
the season up to the same day was 
3,564,496 bales, compared with 6,537,- 
073 for the same time last year. This 
comparison, year against year, and 
week against week, makes the move- 
ment this year appear very small. It 
is, however, a little better than was 
looked for a few weeks , when 
the situation threatened an almost 
complete cessation of the movement 
of cotton to Europe. 

From reports given out by those 
who are shipping cotton and engag- 
ing freight, it is learned that freight 
rates have not declined. Rumors are 
from time to time set afloat of low- 
ering ocean freights, but this has 
not materialized. One rumor said 
that Parliament will investigate 
reget rates on cotton, but it is gen- 
erally thought that even if freight 
rates are lowered on ocean shipping 
cotton will receive only.a small part 
of the benefit, foodstuffs being given 
the preference. 

The movement to the ports from the 
interior is in line with exports. The 
receipts for the week were 73,009 
bales at the interior towns; ship- 
ments 109,270 bales; stock left on 
hand 1,080,673 bales. The receipts at 
the ports were for the week 138,175 
bales this year, compared with 303,- 
397 last year; for the season 5,536,255 
bales, compared with 8,240,347 last 
year; stocks 1,523,266 bales, compared 
with 1,734,149 last year. 

The Total Movement, 


The total movement into sight is In 
proportion to the port movement, be- 
ing some 2,500,000 bales less than up 
to this time last year, showing how 
well the cotton has been cared for 
in the smaller interior towns and on 
the farms. 

It is worthy of note that, in spite 
of the smaller general movement, the 
movement overland to mills is larger 
than last season. This may be laid in 
some measure to high ocean freights 
affecting coastwise traffic, but the in- 
creased takings by American mills 
seems largely responsible for it. 
American mills have taken so far 
this season about 525,004 bales more 
than for the same period last year. 
They report great activity, and are 
running on a double shift in some 
places. 

Prices in the dry goods markets are 
quoted firm, and, when any change is 
made, prices are advanced, the mills 
having a decided advantage in the 
trading. They are well booked up. 
The Liverpool Market. 


Liverpool seems to have a gauge 
on the movement to that port, and 
her pagers and forwardings just 
about offset the imports, a condition 
that has existed for some time. For 
the week there were imported 107,000 
bales, of which 87,000 were American. 
There were forwarded to mill 92,000 
bales, of.which 70,000 were American, 
and there were exported 12,246 bales. 
The total stocks were 860,000 bales, 
an increase of 2000 bales over last 
week. Of the total stock 622,000 bales 
were American, an increase of 15.000 
bales over last week. During the week 
middling uplands advanced 7 points, 
the last quotation being 7.80d. Fu- 
tures advanced 8 to 10 points. 
Spot markets in this country showed 
more strength. In New Orleans, par- 
ticularly, there was much activity and 
sales were larger than usual; their final 
quotations were %c above the previous 
week. Other markets did not ‘show so 
much activity, but prices were every- 
where advanced and spot dealers report 
that prices in the country are notice- 
ably higher, and holders regaining a 
good deal of their firmness. 
The final quotations in the principal 
spot markets of the country were ag 
follows: Galveston was quoted quiet, 
middling 11.55c; New Orleans, firm 
11.26c; Mobile, steady, lic:

frei D. Gardner, president of the St. 
Louis Coffin Co., and member of the 
Board of Freeholders which framed the 
new charter for St. Louis, and United 
States District Attorney Francis M. 
Wilson of Kansas City last night an- 
nounced themselves candidates for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. 
There are nine announced candidates 
for the nomination, including these two. 

Neither announcement was unexpect- 
ed. Gardner two months ago said in a 
speech at Columbia he would not be a 
candidate because he feared that his 
candidacy would cause a fight on the 
Gardner land bank bill, but reports dur- 
ing the past two weeks have been that 
he would be in the race. 

‘The two new candidates have elements 
of etreneth which are recognized by 
their opponents, and their entry into 
the race is expected materially to 
Change the support some of the other 
candidates have been counting on. 

Gardner's support of a land bank Dill, 
whicn will bo voted on under the initi- 
ative at the November election, and 
which provides for a State land bank 
from which farmers can borrow money 
at iow interest rates, has brought to 
him a large followtne among farmers. 
His supporters also contend that his 
Standing as a business man will attract 
the support of business men. 

Gardner also has a following among 
union labor men, as a result of his 
action in February, 1913, in signing the 
pends of P. J. Morin and John Barry, 
St. Louis labor leaders convicted at 
Indianapolis in dynamite cases. Several 
months ago his firm was placed on the 
unfair list, but union labor leaders pub- 
licly said it should not be there, and 
that Gardner had always been fair to 
union labor. 

“Wilson has a recognized strength in 
Kansas City, West and Northwest Mis- 
souri. Politicians say that. he has the 
support of United States Senator James 
A. Reed and William J. Stone, and also 
has much of the Major tlement with 
him.“ It is known that Senators Reed 
and Stone have long been searching for 
a candidate to run against that Jeffer- 
gon City group of office seekers, and 
that they are friendly to Wilson.

BELL SLOT PHONES 


After April 1. Only Druggists and 
Certain Others Will Re- 
ceive Bonus. 


The Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co. (the Bell) has sent out letters 
to small store owners and citizens hav- 
ing coin telephones, notifying them that 
after April 1 the company will not pay 
commissions on the receipts in the coin 
boxes. The company will continue to 
pay commissions to about 1850 druggists 
and persons having coin telephones in 
prominent locations. 

Officials of the company said yester- 
day there were in service approximately 
5000 two-party coin telephones on whic. 
a guarantee of 10 cents a day was re- 
cuilred from the subscriber and on which 
the company pail the subscriber a com- 
mission of 20 per cent on all received 
from his telephone above the guarantee 
There were also 1000 direct-line coin 
telephones on which a guarantee of 15 
c nts a day was required’ and on which 
a commission of # per cent was paid 
for amounts above the guarantee. There 
also were 1850 direct-line coin telephones 
with a 15 cents a day guarantee and on 
which a 20 per cent commission was paid. 

These latter, which are in drug stores 
and other conspicuous locations, will be 
ci ntinued on the same basis, but the 
commission will not be paid after April 
1 on the other telephones. 

Officials of the company said that th:> 
telephones from which the commission Js 
withdrawn hardly ever exceeded the 
guarantee in receipts, and that the 
change in system would not affect many 
subscribers. There are many public sta- 
tion telephones on which the company 
pays the subscriber from $20 to $25 a 
month in commissions. Officials said 
these commissions were considered as 
rent and payment for services in making 
change for persons wishing to use a 
public telephone.

Gardner made his announcement in a 
letter to Matt W. Hall, a farmer at 
Marshall, who was Warden of the Mis- 
sourl penitentiary during the udmin- 
istration of Gov. Folk. In it Gardner 
pledges himself to make the land bank 
operative if he becomes Governor, to 
use convicts in building public roads, to 
investigate the railroad question from 
a business, economic and nonpartisan 
standpoint and to attempt to adjust it. 
His letter urges the necessity of river 
improvements and calls attention to the 
water rate froin New York to the Pa. 
cific Coast, which is $1.50 per 100 pounds, 
and to the fact that St. Louis has only 
a railroad rate, which is $3. 

Gardner says he never expects to be 
a candidate for any other office,. and 
that, if elected, he will conduct the 
State business on efficient, business- 
like and economical lines. He includes 
among his pledges a budget system for 
State finances, by which the expendi- 
tures will be limited to the income. 
and overappropriations prevented 

Wilson, in announcing his candidacy, 
did not promulgate a platform. - He 
issued the. following formal statement 
from his home in Platte City. 

“T have decided to become a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor, This decision has. been 
reached as the result of the apparent 
existence for some time of a desire 
among Democrats generally through- 
out the state, and particularly in this 
section, that I become a candidate for 
the nomination.

AUDIT OF BOOKS OF 
4 COURT OFFIGIALS 


Sheriff’s Receipts Were $243,- 
886.48 From Jan. 4, 1913, 
' to Dec. 20, 1915; 


The report of James B. Campbell, an 
expert accountant, who was employed 
by the Mayor and the Circuit Judges 
to audit the books of four public offi- 
cials, was submitted yesterday to the 
Judges in general session. The audit 
embraced the books in the offices of 
Circuit Clerk Charles R. Graves, Clerk 
of the Court of Criminal Causes Henry 
Echterhoff, Clerk of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction Ferdinand I. Knittel, 
and Sheriff Joseph F. Dickmann. The 
report sets forth that the money re- 
ceived by the various. officers has been 
properly accounted for in the period 
covered by the investigation. _ 

The audit of the Sheriff's books in- 
cluded the period from Jan. 1, 1913, to 
Dec. 20, 1915. The receipts for that 
period amounted to $243,886.48 and the 
expenditure $243,240.08. The expenditures 
consisted of salary to Sheriff Dickmann 
aggregating $29,166.67, for deputies and 
clefk hire $200,171.46; Sheriff's attorney, 
$5700; interest and exchange, $1622.97, and 
miscellaneous $6578.98. The Sheriff’s of- 
fice is a fee office, but he can not, un- 
der the law, retain more than $10,000 a 
year as his individual salary. 

Deputy’s Shortage Mentioned, 

The report refers to an original short- 
age of a Deputy Sheriff of $6838.18, 
which has been reduced to $3340.45. 

“The disbursements of the Sheriff were 
supported by properly approved pay- 
rolls, expense bills and other data,” 
Campbell set forth, ‘The bills payable 
have been duly confirmed by the banks 
and accounts payable have been paid to 
the proper parties. The system of ac- 
counting in operation in this office, 
while maintaining a clear record of 
every transaction, involves much labori- 
ous tabulation and unnecessary durplica- 
tion. I have suggested to the Sheriff 
various improvements in the matter of 
his accounting, which he has instructed 
me to put into operation, and the in- 
stallation thereof is now in progress.” 

Echterhoff's books were examined for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1915, as were 
also the booxs in the offices of Graves 
and Knittel. 

The accountant says he found that 
Echterhoff{’s office had received fees 
amounting to $11,622.40. The report reads: 
“Deposits, most frequently in parole 
cases, are accepted by the Clerk of the 
Court of Criminal Causes where the 
costs are imposed, but payment tnereof

Everyone knows that tobacco was one of the gifts of the 
New World to the Old, and that Sir Walter Raleigh made 
smoking fashionable in England in the days of Queen Eliza- 
beth. For the next 50 years the smoking of pipes not only 
became general among all classes, but a thing of highest 
fashion, held in the light of an art. In those days it was not 
said that a man smoked tobacco, but that he “drank” or 
“sucked” tobacco; and the smoker was called a “tobacconist.” 
The gallant of those days had no hesitation about smoking 
in the presence of women, and a character in Chapman's 
play, “All Fools,” praises himself as different from others: 
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“And for discourse in my fair mistress’s presence 
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I did not, as your barren gallants do, 
Fill my discourses up drinking tobacco.” 
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One of the strangest things about 
Shakspeare’s works, says the author, 
is the fact that nowhere does he men- 
tion the word tobacco. The conclu- 
sion is drawn that Shakspeare did not 
smoke. His contemporaries, Spencer / /,

When a man has learned these things he is introduced 
to a field gun, and if he has had no previous knowledge 
of one he is due for a shock. The regulation field piece, 
in the minds of most laymen, is apparently nothing 
more than an elongated cylinder, open at one end and 
closed at the other and mounted on wheels. In fact, 
it is a highly complicated piece of mechanism, made up 
of hundreds of parts, the name of each of which the 
neophyte must learn. He must know, too, what relation 
each part bears to other parts and to the whole. All 
this is no mean:task, but in addition he must become 
acquainted wits the delicate range-finding instruments 
which are a necessary adjunct to each field piece, for in 
this scientific age cannon are no longer sighted by 
squinting along the barrel, but are trained on an object 
By the use of devices which are graduated into thou- 
Sandths. During this period, also, he is shown what 
are the duties of the cannoneers at the various posts 
around a gun, of which there are five. In connection 
with lessons in gunnery ts taught the composition and 
mechanism of sinells and shrapnel. 
if, after absorbing all this, the recruit feels that at 
last he has become an artilleryman, further disillusion- 
ment awaits him. He is led out to the drill ground and 
shown a horse. As a part of his instruction he must 
learn the anatoniy. of this horse and how to care for 
the animal pronerly. The next step is to master the 
intricacies of the horse’s harness and how to care for 
that. This is followed by training in how to ride and 
drive a horse, two horses and up to six, the number 
which is used to draw each piece when in the field. 
When he has progressed this far, the “rookie” is able 
to make a creditable showing at drill, but his education 
is not finished. He is taught individual cooking in 
order that he may be qualified to prepare a meal for 
himself when {n the field. Classes in this art are organ- 
ized usually in the spring, and at the same time the man 
is instructed in camp sanitation and persona! sanitation. 
which implies personal cleanliness and means that, but 
in addition embraces the care of the feet in marching 
and caution in drinking water from unfamiliar sources. 
As these schools usually are a prelude to the summer 
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encampments, where the men are under the eyes of 
regular army officers, instruction in guard mount, guard 
duty, shelter tent drill and other features of camp life 
is taken up. 

Here, then, vriefly, are the accomplishments which a 
man in the artillery branch of the national guard must 
have in order to become even an efficient private sol- 
dier. But if he shows aptitude and has formed a liking 
for the service he by no means need stop here. At the 
Battery A armory there is held every Thursday night 
a school for officers and noncommissioned officers, 
which any private is privileged to attend. At this school 
are taken up the more intricate phases of gunnery and 
firing, the handling of the instruments and other tech- 
nical details of the profession. On Sunday mornings 
there is an open air school, which privates also may at- 
tend, where practice with sights is given. The non- 
commissioned officers, in addition, have a school of their 
own, where they learn to make and read field maps 
and where they work out problems in warfare by means 
of a pile of sand, which they manipulate until it repre- 
sents, topographically, hills, valleys, rivers and woods, 
a countryside over which a column of imaginary artil- 
lery is marching, the idea being to take the artillery 
from one point to another out of sight of the enemy. 

There is every inducement for a man to become a 
specialist in the artillery branch of the service. If he 
has a bent toward electricity he can become an operator 
of a field telephone, or if not and he still fancies the 
signal corps, he may become a signal man or “wig-wag- 
ger,” or a trained scout who goes in advance of the bat- 
tery and spies on the enemy’s position. A part of the 
equipment of every battery is a complete blacksmith 
shop, and a man who has this trade may find employment 
there. Each battery also has a full outfit of carpenter's 
tools and material and tools to equip a good-sized har- 
ness shop, providing congenial employment to men who 
fancy these lines. 

Promotion to the rank of noncommissioned and com- 
missioned officer is within the reach of everyone, and is 
far more easily attainable than in the regular army. 
When there is a vacancy as Corporal any private who 
feels that he has qualified himself to become one may 
make application to take the examination for the rank. 
Likewise, when a sergeantcy is vacant, any Corporal 
may be examined for promotion to that grade. In the 
event of a vacancy in the ranks of the Lieutenants, an 
election is ordered by the State Adjutant-General’s of- 
fice, and the Licutenant is chosen by a vote of the mem- 
bers of his battery, a majority vote of at least two- 
thirds of the members of the organization being re- 
quired. 

Instruction at Battery A a:mory may be had at any 
hour of the day. A member of the battery who is far 
advanced in training and who is a former member of 
the’ regular army is at the armory from early in the 
morning until late in the evening, and drill Sergeants 
detailed from the regulars are on hand every morning. 
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It is their duty to tell a man who bas enlisted anything 
he wants to know. 

Nor is the life of the member of Battery A all work 
and no play when he is at the armory. On the second 
floor of the large building on Grand avenue—and this 
may astonish many persons who imagine that the hugs 
pile is little more than a blank wall behind which is the 
drill ground—is a sumptuously equipped clubroom, con- 
taining the latest magazines, hundreds of books on all 
subjects from fiction to technical military works, easy 
chairs, chess and checker boards, a piano and a floor 
highly polished for dancing, which is a social feature 
not overlooked in the life of battery members. The 
building also 1s equipped with shower baths, basket 
ball apparatus and in other ways corresponds to a well- 
ordered gymnasium. 

Battery A is equipped to take the field at a moment's 
notice. Its field pieces are the last word in modern ord- 
nance, and at ail times are kept shining and well oiled. 
To each man of the battery has been issued the latest 
army model automatic pistol, the only small arm which 
an artilleryman carries. These, which are numbered 
like the field kits, so that each man may know which 
is his, are kept in a locked glass case in the locker 
room. 

A plentiful supply of ammunition is kept always on 
hand, although in their drills the men use only dummy 
shells. The ammunition room is at the top of the build- 
ing, designedly ¢o, so that in the event of an accidental 
explosion only a portion of the armory would be wrecked 
and loss of life and injury would be kept to a minimum, 
In this room are dozens of cases of shrapnel and high 
explosive shells, pistol ammunition, black powder and 
smokeless powder, which are kept on hand for the pur- 
pose of filling blank shells for. saluting purposes. 

All ammunition. as well as every other kind of supply, 
is inspected regularly by a United States army officer, 
and any which i. found defective is condemned, thrown 
out and replaced. Harness and the spare parts of it 
which are also kept on hand come under this head of 
perishable goods and is inspected closely when the in- 
specting officer comes around. All equipment used in 
summer camps comes under the eye of this officer, and 
if, for instance, a man has accidentally dented his: can- 
teen, it is condemned and another one is issued to him. 

In the event, then, of the mobilization of the United 
States army, the members of Battery A would assemble 
at the armory and in a few moments all would be in 
their field uniforms with pistols strapped at their sides. 
So neatly and cempactly are all supplies kept that it 
would take no time at all to load everything on the sup- 
ply wagons. There are horses a-plenty in the battery’s 
stables to draw these as well as the guns, and it is safe 
to say that within considerably under 24 hours after 
war's alarm, the organization could be far away from St. 
Louis, ready to give battle to the enemy, wherever he 
might be, immediately upon arrival at the scene of hos- 
tilities.

How a recruit becomes a member of the , 


National Guard and the things he 
must do and learn before he is a fin- 
ished warrior—Knowledge of wide 
variety of subjects, from the care of 
a horse to higher mathematics, re- 
quired in the artillery branch—Ad- 
vancement to noncommissioned and 
commissioned officer within the 
reach of any private: 


T is not at all unlikely that the agitation for pre- 
paredness which has sprung up in the United 
States since the European war started will result 
in an increase in the country’s trained soldiery. 
Whether this is to be accomplished by enlarging 
the regular army and putting the state militia 
under Federal control, as proposed in the bill 
now before the national House of Representatives, or 
by some other plan, remains to be seen; but it is safe 
to say that whatever is determined upon there will be 
an impetus to enlistment. 

Those who already are in the national guard or who 
enlist now will have become trained soldiers by the time 
the new army plan is in operation. Officers will be 
needed for the additional units and many soldiers who 
are only privates now can hope to get commissions in 
the new organization. 

The average person is inclined to look upon the na- 
tional guard with something akin to tolerance; if, in- 
deed, the thought of it does not provoke in him a smile. 
Unthinking youths for whom military training has no 
attractions are wont sometimes to refer to the militia- 
man as a ‘tin se'dier,’’ and most older men and women, 
if they ever allow themselves to give him more than 
a passing thought, doubtless regard him as something 
that comes in AjAandy for marching in parades and firing 
salutes on patriotic occasions or a means of protection in 
case of riot, flood or other disaster. 

But the militiaman can afford to overlook this indif- 
ference, because he is on the inside and he knows just 
what benefits he derives, physically, mentally and mor- 
ally, from membership in the organization. It was to 
answer the question, then, which many young men will 
be asking themselves when a bigger army bill becomes a

neither normal physically or gives indications of becom- 


ing normal through the physical training that goes with 
enlistment. All he has to do is to appear some drill 
night at the headquarters of the organization with which 
he desires to affiliate himself and make known to some- 
body his desire to become a soldier. This person will 
turn him over to a First Sergeant. who will give him a 


preliminary questioning as to his age. previous service, 
if any; whether he is married or single—married men 
are not barred from enlistment as they are in the regu- 
lar army—and particularly whether his occupation would 
prevent him from appearing regularly at drill or par- 
ticipating in summer camps or instruction. 

If he passes this ordeal satisfactorily. the applicant 
is turned over to the surgeon for physical examination. 
This, while thorough, is by no’ means as exacting as that 
required for acceptance into the regular army. Before 
the examination proper, the applicant must tell, under 
-ath, whether he is addicted to the use of intoxicants 
or narcotics, what illnesses, diseases or accidents he 
has had since childhood, whether he ever has had any 
diseases a list «f which is read to him, and whether he 
has ever been under treatment in a hospital or asylum. 

The recruit then strips and his weight and height are 
taken. This, too, does not prove the stumbling block 
that it might if he were seeking admission into the 
regular army, which tries to arbitrarily fix the weight 
of a man at two pounds to every inch of his height. A 
test then is made of his sight and hearing, and his chest 
measurement is taken, both at expiration and inspira- 
tion. This is followed by a general examination of head, 
chest, abdomen, extremities, etc. 

Providing he has passed the physical test successfully 
—~and few do not—the recruit is ready to be sworn in. 
In the presence of the commanding officer, or subor- 
dinate officer if he cannot be present, he takes the oath: 

“I do solemnly swear that I will bear true faith and 
allegiance to the State of Missouri and the United States, 
and will support the Constitution and laws thereof, and 
the Constitution and laws of the United States, and that 
I will faithfully observe and obey the rules, laws and 
regulations for the government of the national guard 
and the lawful orders of all officers elected Or appointed 
over me, so help me God.” 

He is now a soldier, obligated to a service of three 
years, unless discharged before the expiration of that 
time for physical disability, misconduct or other causes. 

But before he can become a real soldier he first must 
don the habiliments of one. He is taken to the Quar- 
termaster-Sergeant, who keeps a supply of clothing and 
equipment on hand. There he is fitted out with the reg- 
ulation khaki shirt, coat, trousers, leggings and cap. He 
is given also a field kit, consisting of a blanket, sleeping 
bag—a canvas sack, which, when in the field, he can 
fill with straw or leaves and provide himself with a mat- 
tress to protect his body from the ground—a canteen, 
skillet. knife, fork and spoon and half of a small) tent— 
“pup” tent, it is called in

Every conceivable object, from bits of 
rubber to broken bayonets and pieces of exploded shells, are collected and sorted. 
Experts run over everything. Cartridges are saved out. 
and water bottles and clothes still fit to wear are piled up. The 
bayonets go to one place to be made over; the rifles are over- 
hauled—every kind of make—and come back like new. Ripped 
and bursted auto tires go to the melting pot and come back 
as sound white ones. A big laundry cleans 100,000 garments 
every month. Damaged artillery goes to shops, where it is 
repaired. Wheels are remade; barrels rebored. A new gun 
is often made out of the undamaged parts of several guns 
collectively put out of business. Jeather is set to other uses, 
shoes are repaired and straps that are torn are cut into other 
widths and lengths, and put to’ other tasks.

ND what do we do here along similar lines, in these piping 

peace days? Well,-for example, we work over tin cans—a perfect mine of 
wealth—and iron scrap, and get back $14,000,000 worth of useful metal again. Our 
tin is used over and over. Before the war scrap iron brought $10.75 a ton; now it 
has gone up to $18.50. Melted back into ingots it is quite as good as ever. Steel 
rails discarded by the big railroads are rerolled into rails for less important lines 
where lighter ones will do, or are bought by contractors for the use of their service 
lines on big jobs. 


Scrap copper today is worth almost as much as new metal. War boosted the 
price regularly, so that by the end of 1915 new stuff brought 23 cents a pound 
and. the old fetched 19 cents, and a business of $25,000,000 in it! Serap zinc.

It has been figured out by a junkman expert that this 
country loses $26,000,000 a year in cotton wastage alone, 
after the last shred of the fiber has heen saved that can 
be. And this is how: 

Wrapped in jute bagging and strapped with hoop iron, 
last year’s bales averaged 509 pounds apiece. Just 5,649,000 
of these bales went to American mills. Actually there was 
spun into cloth and yarn the equivalent of 4,801,650 bales, 
because of 15 per cent loss. This is divided into two classes, 
raw material waste and manufacturing waste. The first 
counts the bagging and iron straps, included in the weight, the shrinkage and 
three pounds torn off in transit for samples. The second includes fiying cotton 
lint, cotton damaged in processing and the quantity that remains that is not 
spinnable. The latter is one of the new savings now. Suppose a two-inch length 
is required; some is not that long. This goes for a coarser yarn to another mill, 
and the residue there goes to stil] another for even coarser products, and in the 
step-down from mill to mill the final residuum lands in a factory making wicking, 
mop yarns, etc. 


Actually, though there is a 15 per cent theoretical] waste in a bale of cotton, 
the total loss is reduced to a minimum and only 3 per cent goes to the junk déaler 
to sort out and sell. In all the processes through which a bale goes but 2 per rent 
is irrecoverably lost in flying lint. Added to the 3 per cent 
which is the junkman’s share, there is 5 per cent lost in manu- 
facturing and 10 per cent in raw material. In other words, the 
manufacturer loses just $9.16 to the bale Here comes the junk- 
man, who gives him back $1.50 °.r the jute and the iron straps 
on every bale, and 75 cents for he waste, or $2.25 in all.

French lines. However, it 
will be observed that there 
is a narrow zone in the 
foreground across which there are no intercommunli- 
cating trenches, and this outlines the neutral territory 
between the hostile forces. How narrow it is, in com- 
parison to the rest of the scene, is readily apparent. 

The soil is of chalk formation, so that every artifi- 
cial irregularity stands out plainly. The countless little 
spots are marks of where shells have exploded, tearing 
up the surface dirt and revealing the whitish ground be- 
neath it. The larger smudges are smoke from shells that 
were bursting under the aeroplane of the daring pho- 
tographer. There are darker lines, the marks of old 
roads which have been worn deep by constantly moving 
treins of artillery. 

The trenches are built with all the skill of modern 
military engineering. Not one of them runs in a straight 
line for any great distance, but all are broken by in- 
numerable zigzags. The purpose of this is to make it 
impossible for an enemy who has captured any section 
of a trench to sweep the rest of it with enfilading fire.

In the stress of battle it often happens that rival forces 
are in different sections of the same trench, each striv- 
ing to advance or to prevent the enemy from making 
further progress. 

it will be noticed that the principal trenches lie in 
lines more or less parallel to each other. Connecting 
all of these are communicating trenches. It is through 
these that supplies are transferred .te the front, relief 
soldiers pass and the wounded are borne away to the 
relief hospitals immediately behind the firing lines. A 
wounded soldier makes his way unaided, whenever pos- 
sible, through one of these laterals to the nearest emer- 
gency hospital. 

One who stood upon the same level and looked across 
the field might look for days, provided he didn’t get 
hurt, and never see a human being.

HE burning of the Canadian Parliament 
buildings at Ottawa and the discovery of 
a plot to blow up the Welland Canal have 
had the effect of redoubling the “German 
machination” scare in Canada, as is in- 
evitable in a country hitherto peaceful, in 
a generation that has never known war. 
While these two events have led thoughtful Canadians 
to believe, perhaps for the first time, that enemy plots 
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Every city hall in every village guarded 
against “bomb plots,” submarines are 
“detected” in shallow streams, and enemy 
aeroplanes teem in the imagination of 
patriots—How panic nearly cost Domin- 
ion its under-sea fleet : 


aeroplane appeared above Chateauguay, flying from the 
south, and returned south half an hour later. 

The next day the story grew until finally the Montreal 
newspapers published articles, supported by the best of 
declarations, to the effect that the aeroplane had come 
from the United States to take the former German 
officer out of the hostile country to neutral soil. It 
had descended in a large field near the village—they 
pointed out the exact location—picked up the passen- 
ger, and speeded back across the international border 
with its double burden. Chateauguay people believe 
this legend to this day. One notary of the village says 
he will never forgive himself for not bringing the aero- 
plane down with a charge of buckshot, so low was it 
flying when it passed his barn.

mania” has given rise to a number of comedies, which, 


no doubt, would be duplicated in this country. should it 


become involved in war. - 
Something very closely resembling panic exists at the 
present time in all the Canadian cities. Every 
Mayor of every village is guarding his city hall 
against bomb plotters, hostile aeroplanes ap- 
pear daily to imaginative patriots, submarines 
are detected prowling in humble streams. Pub- 
lic buildings in all parts of the Dominion are 
closely watched ty sentries. Every fire, no 
matter how unimportant is attributed to a 
“spy” before any other hypothesis is formed. 
Military guards on watch at bridges and canals 
are developing a reckless habit of shooting if 
they see anybody late at night. 

The situation recalls the scenes that were ° 
Witnessed in Canada during the early weeks of 
the war, when the newspapers worked a German, 
an Austrian or a Pole into every crime, and 
even street corner brawls were attributed to ill 
feeling among the strangers in the country over the war. 
There were many who actually expected to see a Zep- 
pelin drop bombs on Montreal some fine night, German 
fun bases were discovered in every second back yard, 
end German submarines were looked for in the St. 
Dawrence weekly and daily. Recent events have shown 
that the fear of enemy plots was not altogether un- 
Sounded, but many of the “German spies’ rumors of 
the past year have undeniably opera bouffe elements. 
Such a rumor was that which declared German. sub- 
Tnarines to be patrolling the Gulf of St. Lawrence last 
summer. Although not printed in the newspapers. this 
rtory spread with amazing rapidity, and it even found 
eredence at Ottawa. The rumor had it that the Ger- 
mans had succeeded in sending their long-distance 
“U boats” across the Atlantic, to cut off the sending of 
Canadian troops to England, and to bottle up the 
Canadian export grain. They were supplied from care- 
fully prepared and fully stocked bases in the deep bays 


,~— long the gulf, and these bases were provisioned from 


the United States. 

So much faith was re- 
posed in the report, that 
at one time a large num-

But on a certain night crews from the boat-building

They’re not half a 
mile out, steaming full speed.”

That is one explanation, but there are others quite as 
plausible. There is no doubt that the professional 
jokester has taken full advantage of popular gullibility 
during this wartime panic. Kites flown from swiftly 
moving automobiles have been used to represent aero- 
planes on more than one occasion, and in some cases 
lights have been added to help the general effect. 

The work of a practical, and stupid, joker is also at 
the bottom of many other kinds of spy gcares. 
Only lately, for instance, the Mayor of Méntreal 
was informed by telephone one day that the city 
hall was to be burned down that same day at the 
hour of 12:20. The Mayor stationed heavy guards 
of police and firemen on every floor of the building. 
had the fire protection apparatus stripped for action. 
locked up all the city’s documents in the vaults, and 
waited for the expected disaster. It 
never came. 

The German “gun base” is another 
form of the wartime scare. There 
was a time when that day was 
thought lost when somebody did not 
find and report a concrete gun base 
somewhere. Sometimes the base com- 
manded a citadel, sometimes a canal, 
' sometimes nothing at all, but in every 
instance the military authorities  sol- 
emnly went through the motions of in- 
vestigating it. One real gun base of 
concrete was found on the Island of 
Orleans, in the St. Lawrence River, com- 
manding the Quebec fortifications. Its 
owner, the head of a concrete brick firm 
that was believed to be manufacturing 
a peacetime product on the island, was 
interned. But most of the gun bases 
found elsewhere were of an innocent 
character. 

One gentleman with German connec- 
tions has a beautiful summer home on 
Lake St. Louis near Montreal, and on his place is a 
tennis court of concrete. Workmen who had been en- 
gaged in the building of this court a year before war 
broke out, came forward last summer and declared that 
the concrete was seven feet deep, and that the thing 
could not possibly have been intended for a tennis court. 
The military authorities investigated, and found that 
the seven feet meant seven inches. 

These are but a few instances culled from the mass of 
spy stories. They are typical of hundreds of others, per- 
haps of thousands. But it is likely that the best canard 
of the war in Canada will remain the story of the two 
submarines which Premier Sir Richard McBride of 
British Columbia purchased at the outset of the war 
from an American firm in Seattle. The story has not 
been published in Canada, and it is not at all likely that 
it will be, at least until the close of the war. 

In the early weeks of the war, when a trio of Ger- 
man cruisers were roaming about in the Pacific, there

The Canadian spy ex- 
citement is only a reflex 
of the feeling in Europe 
where the excellence of 
the German secret infor- 
mation service has been 
so often demonstrated. 
What the spy system had 
been to Germany in the 
war of 1870 was so well 
known in France that it 
is not surprising that the 
new spy fear _ should 
amount to hysteria.

It was a common belief 
that at least one German 
secret agent could . be 
found in every village of 
importance and all the other villagers were imbued with 
the idea that they must search the spy out and expose 
him or the whole country would be ruined. The search 
was carried out with more diligence than shrewdness 
in most cases and thousands of innocent men and 
women were subjected to unwelcome police surveillance. 
However. the French proceeded pretty much upon the 
plan of the old schoolmasters who thrashed all his boys 
so he would be sure to get the guilty one. They un- 
doubtedly did get many of the guilty ones. 

It is not probable, however, that the practical joker 
who sent up kites to spread a fear of hostile aeroplanes 
would have much luck anywhere in Europe. It would 
mean too unpleasant consequences if he were caught. 
They have a summary way of dealing with spies over 
there. It’s the briefest possible interval be- 
tween arrest and the firing squad, and they 
baven't time to waste figuring out jokes. 


It is the uniform policy in all the warring 
countries for resident aliens to register them- 
selves with the police so that they can be re- 
moved concentration camps or kept under 
observation whenever it is desired. This is an 
arrangement which the wise foreigner always 
takes advantage of, for while it greatly limits 
his freedom of action it also frees him from a 
great deal of spy suspicion. As a matter of fact, 
many of the secret agents of any foreign gov- 
ernment are relatively of small importance to 
the whole organization.

closures are the reserves, ready at a moment’s notice 
to spring to their guns and charge if need be. The 
water keeps trickling from the walls of the trenches. 
There is deep silence among the men; they are thinking 
of home.. As long as they stand at their guns, in 
muddy uniforms and boots, they do not think, but as 
soon as a few hours’ rest comes then they think of home 
and family. 

Remnants of burst shells, rain water, barbed wire 
and bodies that have lain out there for weeks, and 
over there the enemy's trenches, that is all the men 
see. That is their entire world. It is always the same 
—a monotony to drive them mad. Thousands of fine, 
healthy men who could be doing good work are thus 
engaged. ; 

Death is doing a fine business here. The rats, too, 
from wrecked French villages nearby are adding to 
the troubles of the men in the trenches. Added to 
this is the horrifying shrieks and cry of the ravens. 
The war is without mercy. 

No one who is not at the front has the least cause 
for complaint. God knows we ask nothing more of 
those who live in comfort and safety than to look the 
truth in the face. Death is death, but in these times 
there are a great deal more horrifying things than 
death. We have seen Englishmen and Frenchmen, mad 
as a result of the war, come out of their trenches an@ 
deliberately seek death as a relief from it all. 

And here death stalks everywhere. The rifle m. 
lets, the shells and the hand grenades—all do their 
deadly work. Officers and men all feel the hand of 
death upon them. Even in the villas where the tired 
soldiers seek a rest, in the woods, in the air or under 
the earth, everywhere is death. There is no safe place 
here. 

This girdle of death extends through France, Bel- 
gium and Alsace, and there are particlular spots where 
hell breaks loose.

We are driven 
from our trenches, but the reserves are ordered for- 
ward; they charge in the deadly fire and the trenches 
are again ours. 

It is always the same. France is besieged. and she 
strives again and again to penetrate this ring of iron. 
Millions and millions of shells and bombs with asphyx- 
iating gases have been hurled against us, but all to n 
avail. France’s soldiers, brave as they are, can d 
nothing. Our stone wall stands. Joffre and Frencib 
did everything in their power to penetrate that wall, 
but drew back in despair. 

This is not a war of man against man. The tele- 
phone, the automobile, the railway, the big guns—all 
have changed the method of warfare. It is now a war 
of science and chemistry. of brains against brains. The 
soldier of today is a skilled mechanic who simply aids 
in operating the gigantic machine of modern warfare. 
New methods will have to be devised to annihilate this 
machine, but these methods the enemy has still to dis- 
cover. :
